PANAMA CITY, Ha. (AP) 

— Hurricane Michael 
slammed into the Florida 
Panhandle with terrifying 
winds of 155 mph Wednes¬ 
day, splintering homes 
and submerging neighbor¬ 
hoods before continuing its 


destructive charge inland 
across the Southeast. Itwas 
the most powerful hurri¬ 
cane to hit the continental 
U.S. in nearly 50 years and 
at least one death was re¬ 
ported during its passage. 
Supercharged by abnor¬ 
mally warm waters of the 
Gulfof Mexico,the Catego¬ 
ry 4 storm crashed ashore 


in the early afternoon near 
Mexico Beach, a tourist 
town about midway along 
the Panhandle, a 200-mile 
(320-kilometer) stretch of 
white-sand beach resorts, 
fishing towns and military 
bases. After it ravaged the 
Panhandle, Michael bar¬ 
reled into south Georgia as 
a Category 3 hurricane — 


the most powerful ever re¬ 
corded for that part of the 
neighboring state. 

In north Florida, Michael 
battered the shoreline 
with sideways rain, pow¬ 
erful gusts and crashing 
waves, swamping streets 
and docks, flattening trees, 
shredding awnings and 
peeling away shingles. It set 


off transformer explosions 
and knocked outpowerto 
more than 388,000 homes 
and businesses. 

A Pa nha nd le ma n wa skilled 
by a tree that toppled on 
a home, Gadsden County 
Sheriff's Office spokeswom¬ 
an Anglie Hightower said.

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Feds: Chinese spy tried to steal U.S aviation trade secrets

NEW YORK (AP) — A Chi¬ 
nese spy who allegedly 
attempted to steal trade 
sec rets from several Ameri¬ 
can aviation and aero¬ 
space companies was 
charged Wednesday and 
extradited to the U.S. 
Yanjun Xu, an operative 
of the Chinese Ministry of 
State Security, is accused 
of recruiting experts who 
worked at aviation com¬ 
panies and paying them 
stipends to travel to China 
in orderto obtain trade se¬ 
crets, the Justice Depart¬ 
ment said. 

From 2013 until he was ar¬ 
rested in April, Xu would re¬ 
cruit employees from ma¬ 
jor aerospace companies, 
including GE Aviation, and 
persuade them to travel to

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China underthe guise that 
they would give a presen¬ 
tation at a university, pros¬ 
ecutors said. Court papers 
document how Xu and oth¬ 
er intelligence operatives 
planned to obtain "highly 
sensitive information" from 
the experts 

Xu was indicted Wednes¬ 
day on four counts of con¬ 
spiring and attempting to 
commit espionage and 
theft of trade secrets. 
Federal authorities said it's 
the first time that a C hinese 
Ministry of State Security in¬ 
telligence officer has been 
extradited to the United 
States for trial. 

John Demers, the assistant 
attorney general in charge 
of national security, said 
the case was a "significant 
economic espionage mat- 
teri'and wasthe latestproof 
that China is trying to steal 
information from American 
companies. 

Benjamin Glassman, U.S. 
attorney for Ohio's south¬ 
ern district, said no military 
information was targeted, 
but any attempt by other 
countries to "grow compa¬ 
nies at America's expense" 
is considered a threat to 
national security. 

According to the indict¬ 
ment, Xu recruited a GE 
Aviation employee, who 
sent him a presentation in 
February that contained 
the company's proprietary 
information. Xu later fol¬ 


lowed up with the em¬ 
ployee asking for specific 
technical information and 
then asked the employee 
to meet in Europe, where 
he wanted the worker to 
provide additional informa¬ 
tion from GE, according to 
court papers. 

Xu was arrested after trav¬ 
eling to Belgium in April. 
After his appeals failed, 
he was extradited to the 
United States on Tuesday 
and made his first court 
appearance Wednesday 
afternoon in federal court 
in Cincinnati. It was un¬ 
clear whether Xu had an 
attorney. Glassman spoke 
of "red flags" in the inter¬ 
actions between Xu and 
the employee. He said GE 
Aviation partnered with the 
FBI but would not indicate 
which organization alerted 
the other of suspected es¬ 
pionage. He also declined 
to specify at what point 
the employee was made 
aware of the situation. 
Glassman said he had no 
plans to charge the GE 
Aviation employee, who 
no longer works at the 
company. A spokesman 
for GE Aviation, a General 
Electric Co. division based 
in suburban Cincinnati that 
often works under Depart¬ 
ment of Defense contracts, 
said it's been cooperating 
for months with the FBI in a 
case that targeted a for- 
meremployee. 

'The impact to GE Aviation 
is minimal thanks to early 
detection, our advanced 
d ig ita I syste ms a nd inte ma I 
processes, and ourpartner- 
ship with the FBI," GE Avia¬ 
tion spokesman Perry Brad¬ 
ley said. □

But she added emergency 
crews trying to reach the 
home were hampered by 
downed trees and debris 
blocking roadways. The 
man wasn't immediately 
identified. 

Damage in Panama City 
was extensive, with broken 
and uprooted trees and 
power lines down nearly 
everywhere. Roofs were 
peeled off and homes split 
open by fallen trees. Twist¬ 
ed street signs lay on the 
ground. Residentsemenged 
in the early evening to as¬ 
sess damage when rains 
stopped, though skieswere 
still overcast and windy. 
Vance Beu, 29, was stay¬ 
ing with his mother at her 
apartment, Spring Gate 
Apartments, a small com¬ 
plex of single-story wood 
frame apartment build¬ 
ings. A pine tree punched 
a hole in their roof and he 
said the roar of the storm 
sounded like a jet engine 
as the winds accelerated, 
fheir ears even popped 
as the barometric pressure 
dropped. 

"It was terrifying, honestly. 
There wasa lot of noise. We 
thought the windows were 
going to break at any time. 
We had the inside windows 
kind of barricaded in with 
mattresses," Beu said. 

Kaylee O'Brien was crying 
as she sorted through the 
remains of the apartment 
she shared with three room¬ 
mates at Whispering Pines 
apartments, where the 
smell of broken pine trees 
was thick in the air. Four 
pine trees had crashed 
through the roof of her 
apartment, nearly hitting 
two people. Her 1-year-old 
Siamese cat, Molly, was 
missing. 

'We haven't seen her since 
the tree hit the den. She's 
my baby," O'Brien said, her 
face wet with tears. 

In Apalachicola, Sally 


Crown rode out the storm in 
her house. The worst dam¬ 
age — she thought — was 
in her yard. Multiple trees 
were down. But after the 
storm passed, she drove 
to check on the cafe she 
manages and saw breath¬ 
taking destruction. 

"It's absolutely horrendous 
Catastrophic," Crown said. 
'There's flooding. Boats on 
the highway. A house on 
the highway. Houses that 
have been there forever 
are just shattered." 

Gov. RickScottannounced 
soon afterthe powerful eye 
had swept inland that "ag- 
gressive"search and rescue 
effortswould get underway 
as conditions allowed. He 
urged people to stay off 
debris-littered roads. 

"If you and your family 
made it through the storm 
safely, the worst thing you 
could do now is act fool¬ 
ishly," he said. 

Michael was a meteoro¬ 
logical brute that sprang 
quickly from a weekend 
tropical depression, going 
from a Category 2 on Tues¬ 
day to a Category 4 by 
the time it came ashore. It 
wasthe most powerful hur¬ 
ricane on record to hit the 
Panhandle. 

More than 375,000 peo¬ 
ple up and down the Gulf 
Coast were urged to evac¬ 
uate as Michael closed in. 
But the fast-moving, fast¬ 
strengthening storm didn't 
give people much time to 
prepare, and emergency 
authorities lamented that 
many ignored the warnings 
and seemed to think they 
could ride it out. 

Diane Farris, 57, and her 
son walked to a high 
school-tumed-shelter near 
their Panama City home, 
where about 1,100 people 
crammed into a space 
meant for about half as 
many. Neither she nor her 
son had any way to com¬ 
municate because their 
lone cellphone got wet 


and quit working. 

"I'm worried about my 
daughterand grandbaby. I 
don't know where they a re. 
You know, that's ha id," she 
said, choking backtears. 

In Panama City, plywood 
and meta I fie w off the fro nt 
of a Holiday Inn Express. 
Part of the awning fell and 
shattered the glass front 
door of the hotel, and the 
rest of the awning wound 
up on vehicles parked be¬ 
low it. 'Oh my God, what 
are we seeing?"said evac¬ 
uee Rachel Franklin, her 
mouth hanging open. The 
hotel swimming pool had 
whitecaps. Hurricane-force 
winds extended up to 45 
miles (75 kilometers) from 
Michael's center at the 
height of the storm. Fore¬ 
casters said rainfall could 
reach up to a foot (30 cen¬ 
timeters) in spots And then

there wasthe life-threaten¬ 
ing storm surge. 

A water-level station in 
Apalachicola, close to 
where Michael came 
ashore, reported a surge of 
nearly 8feet (2.5 meters). 
Based on its internal baro¬ 
metric pressure, Michael 


wasthe third most power¬ 
ful hurricane to hit the U.S. 
mainland, behind the un¬ 
named Labor Day storm of 
1935 and Camille in 1969. 
Hours earlier, meteorolo¬ 
gists watched satellite im¬ 
agery in complete awe as 
the storm intensified.□

WASHINGTON (AP) — Days 
afterending a turbulent Su¬ 
preme Court confirmation 
fight, the Senate turned 
back to health care — with 
a battle squarely aimed at 
coloring next month's cru¬ 
cial elections for control of 
Congress. 

In a return to its charac¬ 
teristically more unruffled 
mode of work, the Senate 
on Wednesday rejected 
a Democratic attempt 
to stop President Donald 
Trump from expanding ac¬ 
cess to short-term health 
care plans, which offer low- 
ercosts but skimpier cover¬ 
age. It was clear Demo- 
cratswould lose,and a real 
victory was never feasible 
since the measure would 
have died anyway in the 
Republican-run House. 

But by pushing ahead, 
Democrats made Repub¬ 
licans cast a health care 
vote that Democratscould 
wield in campaign ads for 
next month's midterm elec¬ 
tions, in which they hope 
to topple the GO P's 51-49 
Senate majority. Ihe vote 
was also aimed at refo¬ 
cusing people away from 
the Senate's nasty battle 
over confirming Brett Ka- 
vanaugh to the Supreme 
Court, which both sidessay 
has transformed indifferent 
conservative voters into 
motivated ones—for now. 
Wednesday's vote was 
about showing whether 
Congress will "allow insur¬ 
ance companies to scam 
Americans with cut-rate 
health insura nee," said Sen¬ 
ate Minority Leader Chuck 
Schumer, D-N.Y. "I wouldn't 
want to be on the wrong 
side of that vote." 
Republican Sen. Cory 
Gardner of Colorado in¬ 
sisted it was actually the 
Democrats who had done 
themselves no favors with 
the vote. 

"Look, if they want to take 


away people's health in¬ 
surance and that's what 
they're campaigning on 
for the next several weeks, 

I think it's a losing strategy," 
said Gardner, who heads 
the Senate GO P's cam¬ 
paign organization. 

Using regulations, Trump 
has moved to let people 
buy short-term insurance 
that could last one year 
— and up to three years if 
renewed. President Barack 
Obama's health care law, 
which Trump and Republi¬ 
cans have weakened but 
failed to repeal, created 
more limited versions of 
those plans, lasting up to 
just three months Ihe poli¬ 
cies are for people who 
don't get coverage at 
work. 

The administration sayspre- 
miums for the new short¬ 
term plans will be around 
one-thind the cost of com¬ 
prehensive coverage that 
Obama's law requires Re¬ 
publicans have promoted 
them as a low-cost option 
for strapped consumers 
after years of steadily ris¬ 


ing premiums, which they 
blame on Obama's law, 
and GOP candidates will 
be happy to use Wednes¬ 
day's vote to make that 
point. 

"It's not surprising that Sen¬ 
ate Democrats are fight¬ 
ing to take away people's 
choices on health care, to 
drive up premiums," said 
Sen. Ted Cruz, R-Texas, 
who's facing a surprisingly 
robust re-election chal¬ 
lenge from Democratic 
Rep. Beto O'Rourke. 

Unlike Obama's statute, the 
new policies don't require 
coverage for people with 
pre-existing conditions The 
government has estimated 
those people numberfrom 
50 million to 130 million, 
making them a potent po¬ 
litic a I talking point for Dem¬ 
ocrats. The short-term insur¬ 
ance also doesn't have to 
cover a menu of services 
like prescription drugs and 
could cap beneficiaries' 
benefits Democrats call 
the plans "junk insurance" 
because, they say, the poli¬ 
cies will leave unwary con¬ 


sumers purchasing danger¬ 
ously meager packages. 
"Anyone who supportscov- 
erage for people with pre¬ 
existing conditions should 
oppose Trump's "expan¬ 
sion of these junk insurance 
plans," said Sen. Tammy 
Baldwin, D-Wis., who is run¬ 
ning for re-election and in¬ 
troduced the Democratic 
measure. 

On its face, Wednesday's 
fight was over repealing 
Trump's new rules But prac¬ 
tically speaking, it served 
to renew attention on the 
overall issue of health care, 
which polling shows ranks 
at the top of the public's 
priorities and has been a 
major concern for voters 
forovera decade. 

It a Iso comesascampaign 
operatives assess wheth¬ 
er the Kavanaugh battle 
will overshadow what has 
been shaping up as a vot¬ 
ers' referendum on Trump, 
colored by candidates' 
views on health care and 
the economy. 

Both sides' consultants say 
initial polling shows new¬ 


found enthusiasm among 
conservatives, who until 
the court fight were far less 
excited about voting than 
their liberal, anti-Trump 
counterparts The big ques¬ 
tion, they agree, iswhether 
conservative enthusiasm 
will last until Nov. 6 or fade 
away, victim to the historic 
pattern of midterm con¬ 
gressional losses by the par¬ 
ty holding the White House 
and the ever-changing 
parade of distracting con¬ 
troversies prevalent under 
Trump. 

Lawmakers from both par¬ 
ties are putting the best 
face on voters' mood. 
'Whateverdifference in en¬ 
thusiasm Republican voters 
may have had going into 
the fall elections has been 
eliminated," Senate Major¬ 
ity Leader Mitch McCon¬ 
nell, R-Ky.,told reporters 
"Kavanaugh's in the rear¬ 
view mirror," said Sen. Tim 
Kaine, D-Va., who spends 
weekends campaigning 
and is expected to be eas¬ 
ily re-elected next month. 
'What people are asking 
me about is health care." 
The Democratic effort to 
block Trump's short-term 
plans lost 50-50, with legis¬ 
lation needing a majority to 
pass. They forced the vote 
under a seldom-used pro¬ 
cedure that makes it easier 
for lawmakers to try repeal¬ 
ing recent federal regula¬ 
tions 

Sen. Susan Collins, R-Maine, 
the only lawmaker to join 
the other side in the vote, 
complained that the 
plans could deny cover¬ 
age to people with pre¬ 
existing conditions Sen. 
Lisa Murkowski, R-Alaska, 
voted against the Demo¬ 
cratic proposal, saying 
people in her high-cost 
state could benefit from 
the low-cost option. Collins 
and Murkowski helped de¬ 
feat Trump's effort to repeal

DALLAS(AP) — All 15 Cath¬ 
olic dioceses in Texas will 
release early next year the 
names of clergy who have 
been "credibly accused" 
of sexual abuse of a minor, 
the Diocese of Dallas said 
in a statementWednesday. 
Texas bishops decided last 
month to release the lists of 
names by Jan. 31 as part of 
their effort 'to protect chil¬ 
dren from sexual abuse" 
while promoting "healing 
and a restoration of trust" in 
the church, the statement 
said . 

Dallas Bishop Edward Bums 
said the investigation con¬ 
stitutes a "major project" 
because it will include all 
1,320 Catholic parishes in 
Texas. 

"My brother bishops and 
I hope this action can be 
a step that leads to heal¬ 
ing for all those who have 
been harmed by members 
of the Church," Bums said 
in the statement. "I add my 
sincere sorrow for the pain 
that has been caused for 
victims and the Catholic 
faithful." 

Aspokeswomanforthe Da I- 
la s Dioc ese d id not return a 
message Wednesday seek¬ 
ing an explanation of what 
will constitute a credible 
accusation against a cur¬ 
rent orformer priest. 
Wednesday's announce¬ 
ment came a day after 
Bums told parishioners that 
his diocese has hired a 
team of former state and 
federal law enforcement 
officers to review the per¬ 
sonnel files of 220 priests 
now serving in the diocese. 
An investigation will review 


any accusation against a 
priest, not just ones relat¬ 
ing to the sexual abuse of 
minors. The investigation 
could be expanded to in¬ 
clude those who previously 
served. 

'Opening ourfilesto outside 
investigators and releasing 
the names is something I 
have been considering for 
some time," Bums said in 
Wednesday's statement. 
"Since I believe it is the right 
thing to do, the Diocese of 
Dallas has had outside in¬ 
vestigators, a team made 
up of former FBI, state 
troopers and other experts 
in law enforcement, exam¬ 
ining our files since Febru¬ 
ary, a nd they still ha ve wo rk 
to do." 

The investigation comes af¬ 
ter Bums in Aug ust revea led 
a former pastor, Edmundo 
Paredes, was accused of 
abusing three boys more 
than a decade ago. Pare¬ 
des, who isalso accused of 
stealing church funds, has 
not been heard from since 
about March and The Dal¬ 
las Morning News reported 
that he may have fled to 
the Philippines, his native 
country. 

"This week's developments 
also follow accusations 
made last week by a third 
person alleging a Houston- 
area Catholic priest, Man¬ 
uel La Rosa-Lopez, sexually 
touched him when he was 
a teenager. "That probe has 
involved Cardinal Daniel 
DiNando of the Archdio¬ 
cese ofGalveston-Houston, 
who's leading the Ameri¬ 
can church's response to 
sexual abuse. 

DiNardo is already ac¬ 
cused by two other people 


of disregarding their reports 
against La Rosa-Lopez, 
the pastor at St. J ohn Fish¬ 
er Catholic Church in the 
Houston suburb of Rich¬ 
mond. La Rosa-Lopez was 
arrested in September and 
charged withfourcountsof 
indecency with a child. 

The move this week by the 
15 Texas dioceses is con¬ 
sistent with efforts in other 
states, such as California 
and Ohio. 

But the actio ns of the Dallas 
Diocese to employ a team 
of former law officers to in¬ 
vestigate its priests appear 
to differfrom elsewhere. For 
instance, a Roman Catho¬ 
lic diocese in Connecti¬ 
cut announced last week 


it's chosen a retired state 
judge to lead an investiga¬ 
tion into sexual abuse of 
children by priests 
The recent developments 
follow Pope Francis' re¬ 
moval in July of Cardinal 
Theodore McCarrickforal- 
legedly groping a teenage 
altar boy in the 1970s, and 
also the release in August 
of a lengthy Pennsylvania 
grand jury report that listed 
the names of more than 
300 priests and outlined the 
details of sexual abuse alle¬ 
gations. 

The investigation launched 
in Texas also differs from 
other states such as Mary¬ 
land where that state's at¬ 
torney general is delving 


into records of the Balti¬ 
more archdiocese . Mi¬ 
chael Norris, who leads 
the Houston chapter of the 
Survivors Network of those 
Abused by Priests, credited 
Texas church leaders with 
taking action but called 
forthe Texas Attorney Gen¬ 
eral's Office to become in¬ 
volved. 

'What I lack is trust," Norris 
said. 'When I hear they're 
hiring a team of investiga¬ 
tors, I preferthat it be totally 
independent." 

A spokeswoman for the 
Texas Attorney General's 
Office said the agency 
would act only if requested 
by a district attorney to do 
soO 
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Planned Baienthood launches plan to protect abortion access

NEW YORK (AP) — Planned 
Parenthood on Wednes- 
daylaunched a campaign 
to protect access to abor¬ 
tion as widely as possible 
even if the Supreme Court, 
with the addition of conser¬ 
vative Justice Brett Kava¬ 
naugh, moves to curtail a 
woman's right to undergo 
the procedure. 

"We know that we'll need 
an ironclad network of 
statesand providers across 
the country where abor¬ 
tion will still be legal and 
accessible, no matterwhat 
happens at the Supreme 
Court,"said Dawn Laguens, 
Planned Parenthood's ex¬ 
ecutive vice president. 

Most of the states with the 
strongest abortion-rights 
policies are on the West 
Coastand in the Northeast. 
Because of that geogra¬ 
phy, the new plan under¬ 
scores the importance of 
Illinois, and envisions an 
aggressive expansion of 
Planned Parenthood ser¬ 
vices the re. 

Many anti-abortion ac¬ 
tivists hope that Kavana- 
ugh's confirmation to the 
Supreme Court might lead 
to the overturning of Roe 
v. Wade, the 1973 deci¬ 
sion that established a 
nationwide right to abor¬ 
tion. Such a reversal would 
mean states could set their 
own policies on abortion; 
at least 20 are considered 
likely to impose near-total 
bans. 

Earlier this week, a promi¬ 
nent anti-abortion lawyer, 
Americans United for Ufe 


senior counsel Clarke For¬ 
sythe, published an article 
in a law journal laying out 
a hypothetical Supreme 
Court opinion through 
which Roe could be over¬ 
turned. 

Forsythe argued that poli¬ 
cies on abortion — like oth¬ 
er aspects of public health 
— should be determined 
by the states, not the fed¬ 
eral government. 

'The states can preserve 
the sweeping outcome of 
Roe, sustain current limits, 
lift current limits, or enact 
greater limits," he wrote in 
the Georgetown J oumal of 
Law & Public Policy. "And 
they can do this with ac¬ 
countability to the people 
through regularelections." 


Even if the Supreme Court 
does not overturn Roe, it 
now has a 5-4 majority of 
conservative justices who 
are expected to look more 
favorably on state lawsthat 
undermine the law through 
various types of restrictions 
on abortion. Abortion-rights 
groups have identified 13 
abortion-related cases 
that are pending in federal 
courtsand could advance 
to the Supreme Court. 
Planned Parenthood, 
which is the largest provid¬ 
er of abortions in the U.S., 
said it had been working on 
its contingency plan since 
before President Donald 
Trump took office. Trump 
promised during his cam¬ 
paign to appoint Supreme 


Court justices who would 
be open to overturning 
Roe. 

A key part of Planned Par¬ 
enthood's plan calls for ex¬ 
panding services in states 
where abortion is likely to 
remain legal and acces¬ 
sible. Longerbusiness hours, 
additional staff and new 
clinics are among the pos¬ 
sible steps. 

Women living in states 
where abortion becomes 
increasingly inaccessible 
will be offered support in 
traveling to non-restrictive 
states, according to the 
plan. It a Iso envisions wider 
use of telemedicine abor¬ 
tions, which can be used by 
women living long distance 
from any abortion clinic. 


Legislatively, the plan calls 
for working to strengthen 
protections for abortion 
access in states where the 
procedure remains legal 
and combatting efforts by 
anti-abortion legislatures 
elsewhere to impose fur¬ 
ther restrictions 
Anothercomponent of the 
plan calls for working to re¬ 
duce the stigma attached 
to abortion. Planned Par¬ 
enthood said this would 
involve working with the 
music, fashion, movie and 
television industries, and 
launching public aware¬ 
ness campaigns. 

'We know this is a winnable 
fight," Planned Parenthood 
said. "No matter what Don¬ 
ald Trump, Mike Pence, or 
Brett Kavanaugh may say, 
each of us deserves the 
right to control our own 
bodies, including the right 
to decide if and when to 
become a parent." 
Anti-abortion leader Mar¬ 
jorie Dannenfelser of the 
Susan B. Anthony List con¬ 
tended that Planned Par¬ 
enthood's announcement 
reflects a focus on abor¬ 
tion, more so than the array 
of otherservices it provides 
to millions of Americans, 
including birth control, sex 
education and cancer 
screenings. 

'Two things are clear from 
the strategy Planned Par¬ 
enthood has outlined: first, 
their business is abortion, 
not 'women's health,"' Dan¬ 
nenfelser wrote in an email. 
"Second, they are play¬ 
ing defense, which speaks 
to the effectiveness of the 
pro-life movement.'O

Roberts asks federal judges to 
handle Kavanaugh complaints

WASHINGTON (AP) — C hief 
Justice John Roberts is re¬ 
ferring ethics complaints 
against new Supreme 
Court Justice Brett Kava¬ 
naugh to federal judges in 
Colorado and neighboring 
states. 

The complaints deal with 
statements Kavanaugh 
made during his confirma¬ 
tion hearings. They were 
filed originally with Kava- 


naugh'sold court, the U.S. 
Court of Appeals for the 
District of Columbia Circuit. 
Roberts took no action on 
them while Kavanaugh's 
nomination was pending. 
He received the first three 
of 15 eventual complaints 
on Sept. 20, a week before 
Kavanaugh's angry denial 
of a sexual assault allega¬ 
tion by Christine Blasey 
Ford. 

It's possible the complaints 


will never be investigated 
if the lower-court judges 
determine they have no 
jurisdiction over a Supreme 
Court justice under the ju¬ 
diciary's ethics rules. The 
judges may be forced to 
conclude 'that intervening 
events have rendered the 
allegations moot or make 
remedial action impos¬ 
sible," said Arthur Heilman, 
an ethics professor at the 
University of Pittsburgh.Q

SAN FRANCISCO (AP) — 

A San Francisco judge 
said in a tentative rul¬ 
ing Wednesday that she 
would order a new trial in 
a $289 million judgment 
against agribusiness giant 
Monsanto brought by a 
school groundskeeper who 
says Roundup weed-killer 
caused hiscancer. 

San Francisco Superior 
CourtJ udge Suzanne Bola- 
nosissued the ruling ahead 
of scheduled oral argu¬ 
ments Wednesday. A jury in 
August awarded Johnson 
$39 million in compensato¬ 
ry damages and $250 mil¬ 
lion in punitive damages. 
Bolanos 1 tentative order 
applied to the $250 million 
award; attorneys were ar¬ 
guing in court overwhether 
the $39 million in compen¬ 
satory damages should 
stand. 


Bolanos wrote plaintiff De- 
Wayne Johnson failed to 
produce "clear and con¬ 
vincing evidence of malice 
or oppression" by Monsan¬ 
to. She wrote that he did 
not provide any evidence 
that Monsanto employees 
believed that exposure 
to the product caused his 
lymphoma. 

Monsanto had argued 
ahead of the hearing that 
Johnson failed to prove 
that Roundup or similar 
herbicides caused his lym¬ 
phoma, and presented no 
evidence that Monsanto 
executives were malicious 
in marketing it. 

Regulators around the 
world have concluded on 
"multiple occasions" that 
the active ingredient in 
Roundup — glyphosate — 
isnota human carcinogen, 
the attorneys said in court 


documents. Ihey called 
the jury verdict "extraordi¬ 
nary" and said it requires 
"exceptional scrutiny." 
Johnson's attorneys re¬ 
sponded in court docu¬ 
ments that the jury was 
well-educated and atten¬ 
tive. "fhe evidence at trial 
was "more than sufficient 
to support an inference" 
that J ohnson's cancer was 
caused by his exposure to 
Monsanto's herbicides, the 
attorneys said. 

"Mr. J ohnson's story is tragic 
and could have been pre¬ 
vented if Monsanto actu¬ 
ally showed a modicum of 
care about human safety," 
they said. 

J ohnson's lawsuit is among 
hundreds alleging Round¬ 
up caused cancer, but it 
was the first one to go to 
trial. The jury in August de¬ 
termined that Roundup 


contributed to Johnson's 
cancer, and Monsanto 
should have provided a la¬ 
bel warning of a potential 
health hazard. 

Johnson sprayed Round¬ 
up and a similar product, 
Ranger Pro, at his job as a 
pest control manager at 
a San Francisco Bay Area 
school district, according 
to his attorneys. He was di¬ 


agnosed with non-Hodg- 
kin's lymphoma in 2014 at 
age 42. 

Many government regula¬ 
tors have rejected a link 
between glyphosate and 
cancer. Monsanto has ve¬ 
hemently denied such a 
connection, saying hun¬ 
dreds of studies have es¬ 
tablished that glyphosate is 
safe.Q 


FBI says man planned to bomb National Mall on Elecion Day

NEW YORK (AP) — Federal 
authorities have charged a 
New York man with building 
a 200-pound (90-kilogram) 
bomb they say he pla nned 
to detonate on Election 
Day on the National Mall in 
Washington. 

Paul Rosenfeld, 56, of 
Tappan, was charged 
Wednesday with unlawfully 
manufacturing a destruc¬ 
tive device and interstate 
transportation and receipt 
of an explosive. 

Prosecutors said he 
planned to use the bomb 
to kill himself and draw at¬ 
tention to a political system 
called sortition, in which 
public officials are cho¬ 
sen randomly rather than 
elected. 

It was not immediately 


clear whether Rosenfeld 
had an attorney. A mes¬ 
sage left with the federal 
public defender's office in 
White Plains, which often 
represents newly arrested 
criminal defendants, wasn't 
immediately returned. 

The FBI raided Rosenfeld's 
home Tuesday and found 
a functional bomb in his 
basementthatconsisted of 
black powder inside a ply¬ 
wood box, according to a 
criminal complaint. 

Agents also found empty 
canisters of black powder 
often used in firearms and 
artillery, the complaint said. 
The FBI said in court filings 
that Rosenfeld, after be¬ 
ing pulled over on Tuesday, 
confessed to ordering large 
quantities of black powder 
overthe internet and hav¬ 
ing the substance deliv¬ 


ered to "a location in New 
J ersey." Rosenfeld took 
the black powder to New 
York, constructed smaller 
explosive devicesand con¬ 
ducted test detonations, 
according to the criminal 
complaint. 

William SweeneyJ r., the as¬ 
sistant director of the FBI's 
New York field office, said 
in a statement that Rosen¬ 
feld intended to "detonate 
a large explosive to kill him¬ 
self and draw attention to 
his radical beliefs" 

"Had he been successful, 
Rosenfeld's alleged plot 
could have claimed the 
lives of innocent bystand¬ 
ers and caused untold de¬ 
struction," Sweeney said in 
the statement.

Avramopoulos told report¬ 
ers Wednesday that Bamier 
and his team "are working 
day and night to reach a 
deal." 

German Chancellor An¬ 
gela Merkel said she was 
pleased to see the inten¬ 
sive work being done in 
Brussels, but also sounded 
a note of caution. 

"I hope for progress and 
there is progress, but the 
devil is in the details, as 
they say," said Merkel, who 
was in The Hague for talks 
with Dutch Prime Minister 
Mark Rutte.

Egyptian police question, release son of jailed ex-president

CAIRO (AP) — Egyptian 
authorities detained the 
youngest son of jailed for¬ 
mer President Mohammed 
Morsi on Wednesday for 
questioning on charges 
of publishing 'fake news," 
then released him on bail. 
State security men and a 
special forces officer took 
Abdullah Morsi at dawn 
along with his ID and mo¬ 
bile phone from the fam¬ 
ily house outside Cairo, his 
brother Ahmed said. The 
brother later confirmed 
that Abdullah Morsi had 
been released, but said 
the phone wasn't returned. 
Neitherof the two respond¬ 
ed to further requests for 
comment. 

Attorney General Nabil 
Sadek issued a brief state¬ 
ment late Wednesday or¬ 
dering the release on bail 
of 5,000 Egyptian pounds 
($280) on the charges after 
questioning by Egypt's Su¬ 
preme State Security Pros¬ 
ecution. 

Abdullah Morsi told The 
Associated Press in an in¬ 
terview last week that 
he would be pressing a 
campaign to seek more 


visitation rights and better 
health care for his ailing fa¬ 
ther, who has been held in 
solitary confinement since 
he was overthrown in 2013 
by the a rmy, whic h wa s led 
then by current President 
Abdel-Fattah el-Sissi. 
Abdullah Morsi, a 25-year- 
old business student, has 
been waiting outside Cai¬ 
ro's notorious Tora prison 
for hours once a month to 
leave money for food and 
necessities for his father, 
hoping fora chance to see 


him. But almost every time 
for five years he has been 
denied. 

The family says it has seen 
the former president only 
three times since his arrest, 
and all in prison visitsclosely 
monitored by police offi¬ 
cers. 

The family says the 67-year- 
old Morsi is suffering from 
diabetes and high blood 
pressure that have been 
exacerbated by harsh con¬ 
ditions, including sleeping 
on the floor and years of 


isolation. Relatives say that 
at times he has been in a 
diabetic coma. 

Abdullah Morsi said his fa- 
therhas"no idea what'sgo- 
ing on in the country since 
he was a nested, they don't 
allow him newspapers,"any 
access to news, or even a 
pen to write with. 

With Morsi's Muslim Broth¬ 
erhood Islamist group 
blacklisted and the fam¬ 
ily banned from travel, a 
campaign to improve Mor¬ 
si's conditions has been run 
from London, where sev¬ 
eral prominent British politi¬ 
cians have backed it. 
During his tumultuous year 
in office, Morsi's opponents 
accused the Brotherhood 
of trying to use election 
victories to dominate the 
state. Morsi cracked down 
at times on protesters and 
used executive powers to 
force through policies, but 
he nevermanaged to con- 
trolthe leversof power, fac¬ 
ing opposition in the courts 
and among police. 

In the end, his opponents 
organized massdemonstra- 
tionsagainst his rule, and it 
was against this backdrop 
that el-Sissi overthrew him. 
Since then, the govern¬ 


ment has largely crushed 
the Brotherhood with a 
heavy crackdown. Tens 
of thousands of Egyptians 
have been arrested since 
2013, the vast majority of 
them accused of working 
with or for the group, says 
the U.S.-based Tahrir Insti¬ 
tute fo r M id d le Ea st Po lie y. 
Vaguely worded legislation 
in Egypt allows wide-rang¬ 
ing prosecution on accusa¬ 
tions of 'fake news" 
Authorities have over the 
past year blocked some 
500 websites, including 
those of independent me¬ 
dia and rights groups. Au¬ 
thorities have claimed such 
websites supported 'ter¬ 
rorism" or reported 'fake 
news." 

Egypt was ranked 161 out 
of 180 countries in the 2017 
Press Freedom Index, ac¬ 
cording to Reporters With¬ 
out Borders advocacy 
group. 

Parliament has passed a 
bill targeting popular so¬ 
cial media accounts that 
authorities accuse of pub¬ 
lishing 'fake news," the lat¬ 
est move in a five-year-old 
drive to suppress dissent 
and silence independent 
sourcesof news.Q

10 dead in toneritia I flooding on Spa in's Mallorca island

MADRID (AP) — At least 10 
people died on the Spanish 
island of Mallorca after a 
torrential rainstorm caused 
flash flooding that left a trail 
of piled vehicles and dam¬ 
aged infrastructure from 
sungesof waterand mud. 
Two British citizens and 
a Dutch woman were 
among the victims found 
Wednesday, one day after 
the rainfall, a spokeswom¬ 
an with the regional emer¬ 
gency service said. 

"fhe only missing person 
as of Wednesday after¬ 
noon was a 5-year-old 
boy who disappeared 
with his mother. "The Civil 
Guard found the mother's 
body. Before floodwaters 
dragged her and the boy 
away, the woman report¬ 
edly managed to bring her 
7-year-old daughter out 
of their vehicle, according 
to unidentified Civil Guard 
sources quoted by Spanish 
private news agency Eu- 
ropa Press. 

Spanish Prime Minister Pe¬ 
dro Sanchez said during a 
visit to the eastern coast 
of the island that the im¬ 
pacted area would be de¬ 
clared a "zone of catastro¬ 
phe," which unlocks funds 
for recovery, reconstruc¬ 
tion and compensation of 
victims 

'We won't give people our 
backs," Sanchez told re¬ 
porters 'Given the mag¬ 
nitude of what happened 
we are going to unleash 
all resources necessary to 
return their lives to their ev¬ 
erydayness, but the most 
urgent thing right now is to 
find those people disap¬ 
peared." 


Authorities said the rain¬ 
storm was unlike any peo¬ 
ple could remember. They 
described itasboth intense 
and localized in a narrow 
stretch of land, which led to 
the overflowing of a creek 
that cuts through the town 
of SantUorenc desCardas- 
sar, about 60 kilometers(40 
miles) east of Palma de 
Mallorca. 

Videos shot on mobile 
phones by local residents 
showed a strong current of 
waterand mud that buried 
cars and tore trees on its 
way down the streetsof the 
town of 8,000. 

Swamped streets and piles 
of overturned cars, some 
of them along the guard¬ 
rails of a major road, were 
a common sight in Sant 
Uorenc and other nearby 
townson Wednesday. 


Two Britons and two lo¬ 
cal residents died in Sant 
Uorenc, the town's deputy 
mayor, Antonia Bauza,told 
Cadena SERradio. 

In an emailed statement, 
the British government's 
Foreign Office said: 'We 
are supporting the family of 
two British people following 
their deaths in Spain, and 
will do all we can to assist 
them at this deeply difficult 
time." 

A Balearic Islands' emer¬ 
gency services spokes¬ 
woman, who wasn't autho¬ 
rized to be named in media 
reports, told The Assoc iated 
Press that the body of a 
Dutch woman was also re¬ 
covered from the garage 
of a house in Arta, another 
nearby town. 

Other victims were found 
in Arta and the coastal vil¬ 


lage of S'illot, where the 
creek that overflowed 
reaches the sea. Rescuers 
with inflatable boats and 
divers were looking for ve¬ 
hicles that were believed 
to be dragged by the cur¬ 
rent into the sea. 

"It a II happened in less than 
10 minutes,"an unidentified 
witness with wet clothes 
told the public broadcaster 
TVE. 'We had to swim to try 
to survive." 

Others were caught on the 
road, unable to reach their 
houses. Angela Alfaro had 
to spend the night in a shel¬ 
ter because a road sec¬ 
tion leading to Sant Uorenc 
had collapsed. When she 
finally made it home on 
Wednesday, all she found 
was chaos. 

"Asfarasl know, I have lost 
everything," she told an AP 


camera crew. 'This looks 
like the end of the world." 
Anotherresident,TomasOI- 
iver, cleaned his house as 
he celebrated that all the 
damage in his household 
had been material. 

'We are grateful that we 
are all alive, but we pray 
forthose that have lost their 
lives to this huge flood,"Oli¬ 
ver said. 

Spanish tennis star Rafael 
Nadal, who is from Mallor¬ 
ca, helped residents clear 
mud from their houses in 
Sant Uorenc. Nadal also 
announced on social me¬ 
dia that his tennis acad¬ 
emy on the island would 
offer shelter to people af¬ 
fected by the floods 
Authorities said 80 soldiers 
and seven vehicles from 
the military's emergency 
unit had joined Wednes¬ 
day more than 100 rescu¬ 
ers who had been working 
in the area overnight. In 
all, more than 500 people 
helped with rescue and 
cleaning up operations, 
authorities said. 

At lea st three towns c losed 
schools and hundreds of 
people were sheltered in 
sport facilities and a lo¬ 
cal horse racing track. 
The flooding also affected 
phone communications, 
destroyed two bridges and 
forced the closure of 11 
roads. Tuesday evening's 
rainstorm was "extraordi¬ 
narily intense but localized," 
affecting a narrow stretch 
of land with heavy rain¬ 
fall concentrated during a 
short period of time, said 
Ruben del Campo, spokes¬ 
man for national weather 
agency AEMET.

ISTANBUL (AP) — Two 

Gulfstream jets carrying 
15 Saudis landed at Istan¬ 
bul's Ataturk Airport be¬ 
fore dawn on the day last 
week that journalist J amal 
Khashoggi entered the 
Saudi Consulate and van¬ 
ished. The men checked 
into hotels and left Turkey 
laterthat nig ht. 

Turkish media, which re¬ 
leased surveillance cam¬ 
era video of the men on 
Wednesday, said they were 
members of an elite Saudi 
"assassination squad," sent 
to kill Khashoggi, a Saudi 
c ritic. 

Saudi Arabia remained 
silent at the accusation 
as the images were seen 
around the world, raising 
pressure on the kingdom to 
explain what happened to 
the writer, a critic of Saudi 
Crown Prince Mohammed 
bin Salman. 

Adding to the macabre 
mystery, a Turkish official 
told "The Associated Press 
that one member of the 
team was an "autopsy ex¬ 
pert." 

Saudi Arabia hasdismissed 
allegations it played a role 
in Khashoggi's disappear¬ 
ance as "baseless," but it 
has offered no evidence 
to support its contention 
he left the consulate un¬ 
harmed lastweekand van¬ 
ished into Istanbul while his 
fiancee, Hatice Cengiz, 
waited outside. 

The video, shown on the 
state-run broadcaster TRT 
and others, did not of¬ 
fer definitive proof about 
Khashoggi's fate. Turkish of¬ 
ficials have said that they 
fearthe team killed him. 

U.S. National security ad- 
viserj ohn Bolton, Secretary 
of State Mike Pompeo and 
White House senior adviser 
J ared Kushnerhave spoken 
to the crown prince about 
the 59-year-old Washing¬ 
ton Post contributor, the 
White House announced. 
President Donald Trump 
said the U.S. is "demanding" 
answers from its close ally, 
but he did not disclose any 
details 

"It's a very serious situation 
forusand this White House," 
Trump told reporters in the 


Oval Office. 'We do not 
like seeing what'sgoing on. 
Now, as you know, they're 
saying 'We had nothing to 
do with it.' But so far every¬ 
one's saying they had noth¬ 
ing to do with it." 

Trump added: "Nobody 
knows what happened yet. 
We don't know what hap¬ 
pened yet." 

The Turkish security cam¬ 
era video was reminiscent 
of the surveillance video 
sleuthing done by officials 
investigating the assassina¬ 
tion of a Hamas operative 
in Dubai in 2010 orthe slay¬ 
ing of North Korean leader 
Kim Jong Un's half brother 
in Malaysia in 2017. 

"The silent video showed 
one of two private Gulf- 
strea m jets that Turkish me¬ 
dia said carried the Saudi 
group, who flew in and out 
of Istanbul on Oct. 2. 

The Sabah newspaper, 
which is close to Turkish 
President Recep Tayyip Er- 
dogan, published images 
of what it referred to asthe 
"assassination squad," ap¬ 
parently taken at passport 
control at the airport. The 
state-run Anadola news 
agency published the 
names and birth dates of 
all 15 Saudis. 

The footage shows some 
of the Saudis leaving a ho¬ 


tel and Khashoggi entering 
the consulate, walking past 
a black Mercedesvan with 
diplomatic plates parked 
adjacent to the entrance. 
An hour and 54 minutes 
later, according to the time 
stamp, a black Mercedes 
van drives about 2 kilome¬ 
ters (1.2 miles) to the con¬ 
sul's home, where it was 
parked in a garage. 

The footage all seemed 
to come from surveil¬ 
lance cameras, which 
would have been located 
throughout the neighbor¬ 
hood housing the Saudi 
Consulate and otherdiplo- 
matic missions. No footage 
hasemerged of Khashoggi 
leaving the consulate. 

Two Turkish officials, speak¬ 
ing on condition of ano¬ 
nymity to the AP because 
the investigation into 
Khashoggi's disappear¬ 
ance was still ongoing, 
confirmed the authenticity 
of the images in the Turkish 
media. One of the officials 
describesa memberofthe 
Saudi team as an "autopsy 
expert" a mid earlier a Nega¬ 
tions that Khashoggi had 
been killed and dismem¬ 
bered. 

The Hurriyet newspaper 
and other media alleged 
that the Saudi Consulate's 
28 local staff were given the 


day off Oct. 2 because a 
"diplomats' meeting" would 
be held there on that day. 
The reports did not cite a 
source and there was no 
official confirmation. Tur¬ 
key's private NTV news 
channel identified one of 
the 15 Saudis who arrived 
asthe head of a Saudi fo¬ 
rensic science agency. It 
alleged that he may have 
been responsible forclean- 
ing up any incriminating 
evidence. The station did 
not cite a source for its re¬ 
port. 

Khashoggi had written a 
series of columns for the 
Post that were critical of 
Saudi Arabia's assertive 
Prince Mohammed, who 
has led a widely publicized 
drive to reform the con¬ 
servative Sunni monarchy 
but has also presided over 
the arrests of activists and 
businessmen. Erdogan has 
not accused Saudi Ara¬ 
bia of being responsible 
for Khashoggi's disappear¬ 
ance buthassaid that if the 
Saudis have video footage 
of him leaving the consul¬ 
ate, they should release 
it. Saudi Arabia is a major 
investor in Turkey, despite 
Ankara's support for the 
Gulf nation of Qatar, which 
is under a blockade led 
by Saudi Arabia and three 


other Arab nations 
Police and investigators 
in Turkey typically release 
video and information 
through state-run or other¬ 
wise government-friendly 
media outlets, as opposed 
to holding briefings like 
those common in Western 
nations. 

On Wednesday, the Post 
published a column by 
Cengiz, who said her fian¬ 
ce first visited the consulate 
on Sept. 28 "despite being 
somewhat concerned that 
he could be in danger." He 
returned there Oct. 2 after 
being promised the neces¬ 
sary paperwork so the two 
could be married.

Trump told reporters that 
Cengiz will "most likely be 
coming to the White House. 
It's a terrible thing." 
Khashoggi had sought to 
become a U.S. citizen after 
living in self-imposed exile 
since last year, fearing re¬ 
percussions for his criticism 
ofthe prince, Cengizwrote. 
Trump, whose first overseas 
trip as U.S. president wasto 
the kingdom and whose 
son-in-law Jared Kushner 
hasclose tiesto Prince Mo¬ 
hammed, said Tuesday he 
had not yet talked to the 
Saudis about Khashoggi, 
"but I will be at some point." 
Turkish Foreign Ministry 
spokesman Hami Aksoy 
said Tuesday that Saudi au¬ 
thorities have notified An¬ 
kara that they were "open 
to cooperation"and would 
allow the consulate build¬ 
ing to be searched. It's un¬ 
clear when such a search 
would take place. 
Embassies and consulates 
underthe Vienna Conven¬ 
tion are technically foreign 
soil and must be protect¬ 
ed by host nations. Saudi

South Korea considers lifting some sanctions on North Korea

SEOUL, South Korea (AP) - 

South Korea is considering 
lifting some of its unilateral 
sanctions a gainst North Ko¬ 
rea to create more momen¬ 
tum for diplomacy aimed 
at improving relations and 
defusing the nuclear crisis, 
the South's foreign minister 
said Wednesday. 

During a parliamenta¬ 
ry audit of her ministry, 
Kang Kyung-wha said the 
government is reviewing 
whether to lift sanctions 
South Korea imposed on 
the North in 2010 following 
a deadly attack on a war¬ 
ship that killed 45 South Ko¬ 
rean sailors 

South Korea then effective¬ 
ly shut down all cross-bor¬ 
der economic coopera¬ 
tion except for a jointly run 
factory park in the North 
Korean border town of 
Kaesong, which was shut¬ 
tered in February 2016 af¬ 
ter a North Korean nuclear 
test and long-range rocket 
launch. The so-called "May 
24 measures" of 2010 also 
banned North Korea from 
using shipping lanes in 
South Korean territory. 

South Korean President 
Moon Jae-in has mostly 
stayed firm on sanctions 
despite actively engaging 
with North Korea and float¬ 
ing the possibility of huge 
investments and joint eco¬ 
nomic projects in return for 
the North's relinquishment 
of its nuc lea r wea pons 
A move by South Korea to 
lift its unilateral sanctions 
would have little immedi¬ 
ate effect since U.S.-led 
international sanctions re¬ 
main in place. But it's clear 
Seoul is preparing to restart 
joint economic projects if 
the larger nuc lea rnegotia-

tions between the United 
States and North Korea be¬ 
gin yielding results 
"Many parts of the May 
24 measures now dupli¬ 
cate with the United Na¬ 
tions sanctions (against 
North Korea)," Kang said. 
"As negotiations continue 
to improve ties between 
the South and North and 
achieve denuclearization, 
there'sa need to flexibly re¬ 
view (lifting the measures) 
as long as it doesn't dam¬ 
age the larger framework 
of sanctions against the 
North." 

Moon has described inter- 
Korean engagement as 
crucial to resolving the 
nuclear standoff. A large 
number of South Korean 
business leaders accom¬ 
panied Moon last month 
to Pyongyang, North Ko- 
rea'scapital, where he and 
leaderKimJ ong Un agreed 


to normalize operations at 
the Kaesong factory park 
and resume joint tours to 
North Korea when possible, 
voicing optimism the inter¬ 
national sanctions could 
end and allow such proj¬ 
ects. 

The North and South also 
announced measures to 
reduce conventional mili¬ 
tary threats, such as creat¬ 
ing buffer zones a long their 
land and sea boundaries 
and a no-fly zone above 
the border. "The North also 
said it would dismantle 
its main nuclear facility in 
Nyongbyon if the United 
States takes unspecified 
corresponding measures. 
The fast pace in inter-Kore¬ 
an engagement appears 
to have created a level 
of unease in Washington, 
which insists that efforts to 
improve relations between 
the Koreas should move in 


tandem with efforts to de¬ 
nuclearize the North. 

Kang also said Wednesday 
that U.S. Secretary of State 
Mike Pompeo expressed 
displeasure over the mili¬ 
tary agreement between 
the Koreas. Kang did not 
specify what Pompeo was 
unhappy about, but said 
he asked "multiple ques¬ 
tions" about the agree¬ 
ment's content. Kang's 
comments a re likely to fuel 
speculation that Washing¬ 
ton wasn't fully on board 
before Seoul signed the 
agreement. 

Despite meeting Moon 
three times and holding a 
summit with U.S. President 
Donald Trump in June, Kim 
has yet to provide a con¬ 
vincing sign that he's ready 
to deal away his nuclear 
weapons, which he may 
see as his strongest guaran¬ 
tee of survival. Pompeo re¬ 


cently visited Kim in Pyong¬ 
yang in an effort to set up 
another summit between 
him and Trump following 
months of friction in lower- 
level talks that saw North 
Korea accuse Washington 
of "gangster-like" demands 
on denuclearization. 
Despite the current mood 
of detente and negotiation 
between the Koreas, the 
removal of sanctions will 
be a difficult decision for 
Seoul's government. 

South Koreans are deeply 
divided along ideological 
lines and many people still 
harbor deep anger over 
North Korea's 1950 attack 
that started the Korean 
War, killing and injuring 
millions. There has been 
occasional bloodshed 
ever since — the 2010 at¬ 
tack on the warship was 
followed months later by 
North Korea's shelling of a 
South Korean border island 
that killed four and gutted 
homes. 

Kang's comments drew an 
angry reaction from con¬ 
servative opposition law¬ 
makers. Chung J in-suk of 
the Uberty Korea Party de¬ 
manded that Moon's gov¬ 
ernment consult with the 
families of the sailors who 
died in 2010 before making 
any decision on sanctions 
Kang's ministry later tried to 
downplay her comments, 
saying in a statement that 
no decision was imminent. 
During her conversation 
with lawmakers, Kang de¬ 
scribed Seoul's unilateral 
sanctions as a key obsta¬ 
cle in restarting South Ko¬ 
rean tourism to the North's 
Diamond Mountain resort, 
which was suspended in 
2008 following the shooting 
death of a South Korean

RIO DE JANEIRO (AP) — 

Across Latin America, pros¬ 
ecutors have been press¬ 
ing charges in recent years 
against politiciansaccused 
of corruption in the scan¬ 
dal involving Brazilian con¬ 
struction giant Odebrecht, 
which admitted to paying 
$800 million in bribes in the 
region. 

Not in Mexico. 

Evidence that could shed 
light on bribes paid by the 
company in Mexico has 
been held up in Brazil for 
more than a yearbecause 
Mexican prosecutors have 
refused to sign off on terms 
necessary for an exchange 
of information, Brazilian 
prosecutors told Ihe Asso¬ 
ciated Press this week. 

Ihey said signing the docu¬ 
ment is "mandatory" for 
Mexico to be able to use 
the information, which has 
been provided by Odebre¬ 
cht executives and witness¬ 
es under plea agreements 
reached with the South 
American nation's public 
ministry. 


About a dozen othercoun- 
tries from Panama to Peru 
signed agreements with 
Brazil similar to the one re¬ 
quired of Mexico, and used 
the evidence to go afterof¬ 
ficials as high as presidents 
and vice presidents. 

Mexico and Venezuela, 


however, are two notable 
exceptions. No one in either 
nation has been formally 
charged in the Odebrecht 
scandal even though there 
are indications that bribes 
were paid in the countries. 
The Mexican federal Attor¬ 
ney General's Office did 


not respond to multiple re¬ 
quests for comment. 
Odebrecht hassaid it paid 
$10.5 million to officials at 
Mexico's state-run oil com¬ 
pany, PetroleosMexicanos, 
or Pemex, between 2010 
and 2014. 

The following year the 


scandal erupted in Mexico 
with the emergence of a 
series of videos of testimo¬ 
ny from former Odebrecht 
executives, including the 
ex-director of Odebrecht 
Mexico, Luis de Meneses, 
directly implicating Pe- 
mex's former chief, Emilio 
Lozoya. 

Lozoya,who in 2012 worked 
on the electoral campaign 
of current President Enrique 
Pena Nieto and for his In¬ 
stitutional Revolutionary 
Party has denied receiving 
bribes 

In the videos, the Odebre¬ 
cht executives provide de- 
tailson how de Menesesal- 
legedly helped them land 
contracts and how they 
paid him for greasing the 
wheels. 

Despite that evidence, 
there has been no sign 
from Mexican prosecutors 
that the investigation has 
advanced. They say they 
have interviewed 19 cur¬ 
rent and former Pemex of¬ 
ficials as well several Ode¬ 
brecht executives, includ¬ 
ing convicted ex-CEO Mar- 
celo Bahia Odebrecht.Q 


Bogota implores tourists to stop feeding pigeons

BOGOTA, Colombia (AP) 

— On a bright Sunday af¬ 
ternoon, a group of gov¬ 
ernment workers walked 
around Bogota's most fa¬ 
mous square dressed as 
pigeons, with cardboard 
beaks covering their nos¬ 
es, as thousands of real 
birds swarmed overhead 
and left their droppings on 
stately monuments 
Flapping their plastic wings 
and performing brief skits, 
they urged curious pedes¬ 
trians not to feed the large 
flocks that descend each 
day onto Plaza Bolivar, a 
grand colonial era square 
flanked by a Roman Cath¬ 
olic cathedral and Colom¬ 
bia 'selegant congressional 
building. 

'There are too many pi¬ 
geons here," said Mauricio 
Cano, a biologist who led 
the group of bird imper¬ 
sonators. "Feeding them is 
bad forpeople, and forthe 
birds" 

While London has tried to 


scare unruly pigeons away 
from train stations by de¬ 
ploying menacing hawks, 
and Paris has employed 
contraceptive methods to 
limit flock sizes, Bogota's 
government is trying to 
fight pigeon overpopula¬ 
tion through educational 
campaigns that urge peo¬ 
ple not to feed them. 
Officials believe that if 
people stop nourishing the 
birds, they will stop concen¬ 
trating in public squares 


where their droppings sully 
historical buildings and put 
people's health at risk. If the 
birds, which aren't native to 
Colombia, don't gather in 
large numbers their rate of 
reproduction isalso likely to 
decrease. 

'We do not want to anni¬ 
hilate these pigeons," says 
Clara Sandoval, the direc¬ 
tor of Bogota's animal pro¬ 
tection department. "But 
we need people to give 
them a chance to return to 


their nature I behavior." 

A study conducted by city 
biologists found that the 
square's pigeon popula¬ 
tion doubles on weekends 
to 3,400 birds as the num¬ 
ber of tourists who visit the 
square's iconic sites also 
swells. 

"In some areas (of the pla¬ 
za) you can find up to 33 
pigeons per square meter," 
Cano said. 

But convincing people not 
to give the birds food has 
proven tricky. 

Feeding pigeons com and 
taking a photo with them 
in Bolivar Square has been 
something of a local tradi¬ 
tion fordecades. 

It also sustains a dozen or 
so street vendors who sell 
small bags of pigeon feed 
forabout $1 each. 

"I've raised four children 
with this job" said Lilly Por- 
tilla, who has been plying 
the trade in the plaza for25 
years. 'The pigeons have 
been here a long time, so 
why is it that a II of a sudden 
the mayor comes here to 


tell us they are dirty?" 
Bogota's government is of¬ 
fering vendors like Portilla 
stalls in public buildings, so 
thatthey can sell snacks to 
office workers, instead of 
pigeon feed to tourists. It's 
also offering job skillstrain¬ 
ing children of vendors so 
thatthey have options oth¬ 
er than following their par¬ 
ents into the business. 

But some vendors say they 
haven't been included in 
the job placement pro¬ 
gram. And others are not 
convinced that selling 
snacks to humanswill be as 
profitable as their current 
job. 

"I would only leave this job 
if the government gave 
me a retirement pension," 
said Luz Melia Rodriguez, 
65, who said she has been 
selling pigeon feed for 50 
years. 'When you reach 
my age it's quite hard to 
change careers."

ORANJESTAD - In July 2018, 
money supply grew by Afl.

The growth in the domestic 
component of the money 
supply was mainly caused 
by an increase in domes¬ 
tic credit of Afl.

The expansion in domestic 
credit resulted from upturns 
in claims of the banking 
sector on the private sec¬ 
tor (4Afl. 34.8 million) and 
net claims of the banking 
sector on the public sector 
(4Afl. 22.3 million). The rise 
in the claims of the bank¬ 
ing sector on the private 
sector was attributed to 
an increase in loans to en¬ 
terprises (4Afl. 23.3 million) 
and housing mortgages 
(4Afl. 13.5 million), while 
consumer credit registered 
a reduction of Afl.

The increase in the net for¬ 
eign assets of the bank¬ 
ing sector was due to net 
purchases of foreign ex¬ 
change of Afl.

These were 
largely offset by net sales 
of foreign exchange of Afl.

Inflation 

The consumer price index 
(CPI) forj uly 2018 noted a 
5.1 percent increase year- 
over-year (YOY). The main 
contributors to this rise were 
the components "Trans¬ 
port", "Food and Non-Al¬ 
coholic Beverages", and 
"Recreation and Culture". 
All other components also 
noted increases. Exclud¬ 
ing the effect of food and 
energy2, the core CPI rose 
by 2.5 percent (YOY). The 
12-month average inflation 
rate was 1.3 percent in J uly 
2018, compared to 0.8 per¬ 
cent in J une 2018.

The numberof stay overvis¬ 
itors amounted to 101,386

Total government revenue 
amounted to Afl. 83.2 mil¬ 
lion in J uly 2018, Afl. 0.6 mil¬ 
lion more than the same 
month of the previous year. 
This outcome resulted from 
a growth of Afl. 6.7 million 
in tax revenue and a lower 
amount registered in non¬ 
tax revenue (-Afl. 6.1 million 
). 

The increase in tax revenue 
was mainly related to ex¬ 
pansions in income from 
wage tax (4Afl. 2.4 million), 
profit tax (4Afl.l.8 million), 
income tax (4Afl. 1.6 mil¬ 
lion), excises on tobacco 
(4Afl.

Brooks Koepka had two 
setsof daily reminders fora 
season that PGA Tour play¬ 
ers voted as the best. 

One was his annual list of 
goals that he writes every 
J an. 1 during quiet time on 
the beach, some of them 
golf specific, some of them 
about life. He tacks the list 
in the middle of his closet 
so he can't miss it when 
he's getting dressed, pack¬ 
ing fora trip or getting his 
watch and wallet. 

"I'm definitely ahead of 
schedule on certain things," 
Koepka said Tuesday. 

No doubt he was refer¬ 
ring to winning two majors, 
which made him the ob¬ 
vious choice as PGA Tour 
player of the year. His sec¬ 
ond straight U.S. Open title 
made him the first back- 
to-back winner since Cur¬ 
tis Strange in 1988-89. His 
two-shot victory in the PGA 
Championship made him 
only the fifth player in 100 
years to win in the same 
season the two U.S. majors 
held on different courses. 
And he missed on a few 
goals. 

One was to not miss a cut, 
which ended in Canada 
with a 77 in the opening 
round that led to a week¬ 
end off. Another was to fin¬ 
ish in the top 10 in ha If of his 
events 

And then there was one 


that made him laugh just to 
say it. 

'Stay healthy,"Koepka said. 
His left wrist was bother¬ 
ing him last December in 
the Bahamas, where he 
finished last in an 18-man 
field, 21 shots out of the 
lead. A month of rest didn't 
help. He started the new 
year at Kapalua and fin¬ 
ished last in a 34-man field, 
37 shots behind. 

Only then did he discover 
a partially tom tendon that 
kept him out of the Mas 


teis during his four months 
away from golf. 

That led to the second re¬ 
minder. 

It was a quote from Kobe 
Bryant after the Los Ange¬ 
les Lakers great ruptured 
hisAchillestendon. Koepka 
set the quote as wallpaper 
eight months ago so that 
he would see it every time 
he activated his phone. 

"It was too long for me to 
quote it exactly, but it was 
to wake up every day and 
find the positive because 


you were one step closer 
to being you, and to enjoy 
the moments of frustration 
because with each step 
you get better and better, 
and to embrace those mo¬ 
ments," Koepka said. 

"I just changed it the other 
day." 

Koepka leaves this week¬ 
end for the start of a new 
PGA Tour season, even 
though the year isn't over. 
He is playing the CJ Cup 
in South Korea, followed 
by the HSBC Champions 


in Shanghai, and then his 
title defense at the Dunlop 
Phoenix in J a pan the week¬ 
end before Thanksgiving. 
This was his one week at 
home, a chance to more 
clearly view the happy side 
to the year. 

The ballots were sent to 
PGA Tour players right after 
the Tour Championship. In 
the week before the votes 
were due, Koepka was part 
of his first losing U.S. tea m at 
the Ryder Cup. One of his 
tee shots during the open¬ 
ing session struck a specta¬ 
tor, causing herto lose sight 
in her right eye. He was 
shaken when it happened, 
and then the following 
week when he learned the 
extent of the damage. 

"I'm heartbroken," he said 
at St. Andrews forthe Dun- 
hill UnksChampionship. 
There also wasa reportthat 
Koepka and Dustin John¬ 
son, one of his best friends 
in golf, had to be separat¬ 
ed during a skirmish at a Ry- 
derCup party. Koepka says 
they didn't fight and that 
he and J ohnson found the 
report to be 'funny." 
Johnson was at The Bear's 
Club when Koepka won 
the Jack Nicklaus Award, 
and they made a short vid¬ 
eo poking fun at the fight 
before Johnson congratu¬ 
lated him on winning play¬ 
er of the year. 

"I've got one of these, too," 
J ohnson said.Q

The Tampa Bay Rays, who 
won more games than 
any American League 
team that didn't make the 
playoffs, have rewarded 
manager Kevin Cash with 
a contract extension that 
runs through 2024, plus a 
club option for2025. 

The 40-year-old Cash had 
one year remaining on a 
five-year, $5 million deal he 
signed when he replaced 
J oe Maddon afterthe 2014 
season. 

Financial terms were not 
disclosed. Both Cash, who 
had no previous manageri¬ 
al experience when he was 
hired, and management 
said itwasan easy decision 
to continue their relation¬ 
ship after a bounce-back 
season. 

"Kevin has a long list of 
positives ... It's been a joy 
to see him blossom," gen¬ 
eral managerErik Neander 
said Tuesday. "He's very 


deserving of this extension. 
We're excited for the years 
ahead." 

"fhe budget-minded Rays 
surprisingly won 90 games, 
finishing third in the AL East 
behind the Boston Red Sox 
and New York Yankees, 
despite trimming payroll 
last winter and purging 
the roster again in July to 
transform themselves into a 
young team with a promis¬ 
ing future. 

Cash, who turns 41 in De¬ 
cember, has led the Rays 
to a 318-330 record over 
fourseasons. 

'There's reason to be really 
excited a bout the way our 
team played, the youth 
and the athleticism, and 
the way these guys really 
came together in the sec¬ 
ond half of the year," Cash 
said. 

"I'd like to think, other than 
the tea ms that are playing 
playoff baseball right now, 
we might have been the 
most talked about team in 
a positive light at the end 


ofthe season,"the manag¬ 
er added during a confer¬ 
ence call. "It's an honor to 
be a part of that." 

The Rays lost 12 of 15 to 
begin the season, digging 
themselves into a hole few 
people thought they were 
capable of escaping after 
trading Evan Longoria, Ste¬ 
ven Souza Jr., Corey Dick¬ 
erson and Jake Odorizzi 
and losing starting pitcher 
AlexCobb to free agency. 
The club chopped more 
salary in J uly, trading pitch¬ 
ers Chris Archer, Nathan 
Eovaldi and Alex Colome, 
as well as catcher Wilson 
Ramos and outfielder De- 
nard Span to make way for 
younger players. 

With first-time All-Star Blake 
Snell leading the majors 
with 21 wins and an AL-best 
1.89 EFIA and Cash over¬ 
seeing an innovative plan 
to use "openers" and "bull¬ 
pen days" to compensate 
for a shortage of proven 
starting pitching, the Rays 
went 41-25 after the All- 


Star b rea k, inc lud ing 19-9 in 
September.

"I've been talking about 
them the whole season, so 
now we go," said Red Sox 
rookie managerAlexCora, 
Houston'sbench coach last 
year. "Best of seven. They 
know me. I know them. It 
should be fun." 

J .D. Martinez and the 108- 
win Red Sox reached the 
AL Championship Series 


for the first time since Bos¬ 
ton won the title in 2013. A 
yea rafter losing to Houston 
in a four-game ALDS, the 
Red Sox open the best-of- 
seven matchup against the 
103-win Astros on Saturday 
nightat Fenway Park. Hous¬ 
ton went 4-3 a gainst Boston 
this year. 

"Awesome to clinch this 
one," Red Sox reliever Matt 
Bamessaid, "but we've got 
eig ht more." 

A New Jersey native who 


grew up a Mets fan, Rick 
Porcello held the Yankees 
to one run over five innings 
for his first postseason win 
in 13 appearances. Bames 
and Ryan Brasier followed 
with a perfect inning each 
to protecta 4-1 lead. 

Red Soxace Chris Sale told 
Cora when he arrived at 
the ballpark that he want¬ 
ed to pitch, and he fol¬ 
lowed with a 1-2-3 eighth 
in a rare relief appearance 
that extended the Yan¬ 


kees' streak of consecutive 
outs to 11. 

New York had not put a 
leadoff runner on until 
Kimbrel, a seven-time All- 
Star closer, walked Aaron 
J udge on fourpitcheslead- 
ing off the ninth.

Former MLB star 
Lenny Dyksba indicted 
fordmgs* threats

A grand jury in New J ersey 
indicted former baseball 
star Lenny Dykstra on drug 
and other charges stem¬ 
ming from an altercation 
with an Uberdriverin May. 
The indictment handed up 
Tuesday charges the for¬ 
mer Major League Base¬ 
ball all-star with cocaine 
and methamphetamine 
possession, and making 
terroristic threats 
All three are third-degree 
crimes and punishable by 
up to five years in prison. 
Dykstra claimed the driver 
threatened and tried to 
kidnap him early on the 
morning of May 23 after 


Dykstra asked to change 
the trip's destination. 

At a news conference a 
few weeks after the inci¬ 
dent, Dykstra said the driv¬ 
er locked the car's doors 
and sped up, and that he 
was "literally in fear of my 
life." 

The driver told a different 
story. He allegedly told 
police Dykstra held a gun 
to his head, though no 
weapon wasfound. Police 
said they found the drugs 
among Dykstra's posses 
sions. 

Dykstra was arrested out¬ 
side police headquarters 
in Linden, about 20 miles 
(32 kilometers) southwest 
of New York City, after the

driver stopped and ran out 
of the car. 

Dykstra faces an arraign¬ 
ment on a date to be de¬ 
termined. An attorney for 
Dykstra didn't immediately 
return a phone message 
Wednesday.

MEMPHIS Tenn. (AP) — 

San Antonio Spurs coach 
Gregg Popovich sees one 
simple way for both the 
NBA and women to mark 
real progress in the league. 
Hire more women in posi¬ 
tions of power. 

"I think there just has to be 
more, more of the same," 
said Popovich, who during 
the offseason promoted as¬ 
sistant coach Becky Ham¬ 
mon, moving her one step 
closerto a head coaching 
seat. 'There are more Beck¬ 
ys out there, they just have 
to be noticed and given 
the opportunity by people 
who are wise enough and 
courageous enough to do 
it and not just sit in the old 
paradigm." 

And not just on the bench, 
but on the business side of 
the NBA a swell. 

The NBA routinely gets high 
ma rks fo r its d ive rsity effo rts 
and is widely viewed as a 
leaderon social issues Still, 
NBA Commissioner Adam 
Silver believes the league 
needsto be better, and he 
made his feelings known 
in a memo to teams in the 
wake of the Dallas Maver¬ 
icks'embarrassing scandal. 
Several NBA teamstoutsta¬ 
tistics a bout women in their 
workforce, but beyond a 


handful — including Lakers 
controlling owner Jeanie 
Buss and Pelicans owner 
Gayle Benson — the next 
step for the league seems 
to be more women in po¬ 
sitions of power such as 
CEOsand COOs. 

Memphis guard Mike Con¬ 
ley said it's important for 
basketball, business and 
society itself to have wom¬ 


en in positions of authority. 
"We welcome it, and we do 
want to see more of that," 
Conley said, "and I think 
that will help bridge that 
gray area and all the things 
that have been happening 
with the Mavs and situa¬ 
tionslike that and hopefully 
itwill neveroccuCagain. 
The NBA earned an A+for 
racial hiring practices but 


a B for its gender hiring 
practices this summer from 
The Institute for Diversity 
and Ethics in Sports . That 
puts the NBA "significantly 
above" other professional 
sports, even as the num¬ 
ber of women hired at the 
team level dropped for a 
third straight year with the 
percentage of women in 
team vice presidents and 
professional staff dipping 
as well, according to the 
report's author, Richard 
La pc hie k. 

When the NBA began in¬ 
vestigating a report of 
sexual harassment and 
improper workplace con¬ 
duct involving the former 
team president, the Mav¬ 
ericks did not have one 
woman at the executive 
level. Owner Mark Cuban- 
hired former AT&T senior 
executive Cynthia Marshall 
as CEO and president in 
February , promoted four 
women to executive roles 
and now has eight women 
among 18 leadership roles 
A memo obtained by The 
Associated Press last month 
shows the NBA plans work¬ 
shops in Atlanta and Los 
Angeles in mid-November 
on the diversity and inclu¬ 
sion efforts. The NBA also 
set up an anonymous tip 
line after the Mavs' story 
broke. NBA tea ms surveyed 


by The Associated Presssay 
they've already been hold¬ 
ing seminars on workplace 
conduct and putting wom¬ 
en in leadership roles. 

Irina Pavlova represented 
the Nets on the Board of 
Governors before leaving 
lastyearand wasreplaced 
by a woman aspresidentof 
the company that runs the 
Nets, Barclays Center and 
Nassau Coliseum. The To¬ 
ronto Raptors have Teresa 
Resch as vice president of 
basketball operations and 
player development, and 
Dr. Lisa Callahan is chief 
medical officerforboth the 
Knicks and the WNBA's Lib¬ 
erty. 

The Miami Heat recently 
hired Ruth Riley Hunterasits 
newest television and radio 
analyst, a move in motion 
before Silver talked about 
wanting more women in 
the NBA.

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Google brings camera twists, bigger sc teensto Pixel phones

NEWYORK(AP) — Google's 
new Pixel phones mirror an 
industry trend toward lush¬ 
er, bigger screens and add 
twists on the camera for 
better pictures. 

Ihe third generation of Pixel 
phones unveiled Tuesday 
at an event in New York 
features screens that span 
from one edge to another. 
It's the first time Google 
has embraced the format, 
which Samsung hashad for 
a few yea is and Apple ad¬ 
opted la st year. 

But Google is undercutting 
Apple on price. Ihe Pixel 
3 will be available Oct. 
18 starting at $799 — $200 
below the least expensive 
iPhone XS. A larger version, 
the Pixel 3 XL, costs $100 
more. 

Google is also hiring pho¬ 
tographer Annie Leibovitz 
to take pictures with the 
new Pixel in an effort to 
persuade consumers that 
its camera is superior. 

Ihe camera, for instance, 
promises better low-light 
and close-up shots by us¬ 
ing artificial-intelligence 
software to combine mul¬ 


tiple shots taken in succes¬ 
sion. It will also wam you if 
someone blinked or if the 
shot is otherwise poor. Ihe 
camera automatically 
takes a bout three seconds 
of shots, at lower resolution, 
and will recommend an al¬ 
ternative. 

The Pixel joins LG's V40 in 
sporting a second front lens 
to fit more people into self- 
ies But it lacks a zoom lens 


on either side, something 
available on some iPhones 
and Samsung phones. In¬ 
stead, Google uses soft¬ 
ware to mimic that effect. 
Beyond the camera, 
Google is using artificial in¬ 
telligence to help screen 
calls. J ust tap on a button 
forGoogle'svoice assistant 
to ask the caller about the 
purpose ofthe call. You see 
a tra nsc ript of the response 


on the screen. You can 
choose to pickup orignore 
the call. Caller5are warned 
that they are talking to a 
robot and that a transcript 
would be made. 

Although the Pixels have 
barely made a dent in the 
market since their debut 
two years ago, Google 
usesthemto highlight what 
it considers to be the best 
features of its Android op¬ 


erating system. A previ¬ 
ously announced feature 
in which software will call 
businesses to make ap¬ 
pointments and restaurant 
reservations for you will 
debut on the Pixel first, for 
instance — initially in New 
York, Atlanta, Phoenix, Ari¬ 
zona, and the San Francis¬ 
co BayArea. 

IDC analyst Ramon Ua- 
massaid the Pixel 3 doesn't 
break new ground on 
hardware, but "software is 
a different story. It's mostly 
about convenience here." 
As usual, the Pixel phones 
focus heavily on Google's 
search engine, maps, digi¬ 
tal assistant and YouTube 
video service. 

Google has sold an esti¬ 
mated 7 million Pixels over 
the past two years, almost 
imperceptible next to the 
3.6 billion phones shipped 
during that time, accord¬ 
ing to IDC. Apple alone 
sold 388 million iPhonesdur- 
ing the same period. 
Tuesday's announcements 
come a day after Google 
disclosed a flaw that could 
have exposed personal in¬ 
formation of up to 500,000 
users of its Plus social net¬ 
work. □

New technologies from ar¬ 
tificial intelligence to gene 
editing hold immense po¬ 
tential to improve people's 
live — but can also drive 
greater inequality and so¬ 
cial dislocation, according 
to a U.N. report launched 
Monday. 

The World Economic and 
Soc ia I Survey 2018 foe used 
on whether leading edge 
technologies can be used 
to meet U.N. goalsfor2030 
including ending extreme 
poverty, preserving the en¬ 
vironment and promoting 
economic growth. 

U.N. Secretary-General An¬ 
tonio Guterres said 'frontier 
technologies — from DNA 
sequencing to 3D-printing, 
from renewable energy 
technologies to biode¬ 
gradable plastics, from 
machine learning to artifi¬ 
cial intelligence — present 
immense potential for the 


2030 agenda." 

'Good health and longev¬ 
ity, prosperity for all and 
environmental sustainabil¬ 
ity are within our reach if 
we harness the full power 
of these innovations," he 
said in the foreword to the 
report. 

"However, these same 
technologiesalso raise seri- 
ousconcems." 

Guterres urged govern¬ 
ments to adopt policies 
that ensure that frontier 
technologies "are not only 
commercially viable but 
also equitable and ethi¬ 
cal." 

While richer developed 
countries grapple with the 
opportunities of new tech¬ 
nologies that can help 
eradicate disease and 
automate manual and re¬ 
petitive tasks, the report 
said "many developing 
countries are yet to fully 
reap the benefits of exist¬ 


ing technologies." 

"A great technological 
gap persists," the U.N. ex¬ 
perts said, pointing to more 
than 1 billion people in de¬ 
veloping countries without 
access to electricity and 
another 2.5 billion who ex¬ 
perience weak connec¬ 
tions and frequent power 
outages. 

"The 175-page report said 
millions of people also still 
depend on "human or ani¬ 
mal muscle power"'to cul¬ 
tivate land and for other 
kinds of production and 
lack access to modem 
education that is c rue ia I to 
adopt many new frontier 
technologies. 

At the same time, the re¬ 
port said, it has been pos¬ 
sible for developing coun¬ 
tries to "leapfrog" to some 
new technologies, for ex¬ 
ample, skipping land line 
telephones and going di¬ 
rectly to mobile phones, 


and bypassing electricity 
lines and going directly to 
solarenergy. 

But "without a minimum 
level of education, it is not 
possible to utilize digital 
technologies to buy or sell 
goods online, forexample, 
or offer car services or rent 
out an apartment, even if 
the requisite electricity and 
Internet connections a re in 
place," it said. 

The report by the U.N.'s 
Department of Economic 
and Social Affairs said ad¬ 
vances in automation, 
machine learning and ar¬ 
tificial intelligence are also 
transforming labor markets 
and causing many job 
losses in richer developed 
countries. 

While technological prog¬ 
ress is fundamental to 
achieve the U.N. goals 
for 2030, the report said, 
'there is no guarantee that 
this progress will be aligned 


with the most pressing 
needs of humanity: eradi¬ 
cating poverty and hun¬ 
ger, reducing inequality, 
generating shared pros¬ 
perity and building re¬ 
silience against climate 
change." 

As an example, it said ro¬ 
bots driven by artificial in¬ 
telligence can help raise 
output but can cause sig¬ 
nificant job loss and im¬ 
pact the goal of promot¬ 
ing greatersocial equality. 
In the case of social me¬ 
dia, the report said, tar¬ 
geted advertisements are 
increasingly used to "ma¬ 
nipulate human emotion 
and spread misinformation 
and even hatred." 

While artificial intelligence- 
based decision-making 
systems can improve ac¬ 
cess to public services, 
'they also run the risk of 
reinforcing existing biases 
and forms of exclusion.

NEW YORK <AP) — It can 

be subtle, like failing to 
make eye contact with 
a woman business owner 
but engaging in animated 
conversation with her male 
co-owner. Ormore blatant, 
like asking an owner who's 
seeking investor money if 
she plans to have children. 
Many women business 
owners say they've en¬ 
countered gender dis¬ 
crimination from poten¬ 
tial investors, customers 
and employees who don't 
grasp the reality that a 
woman can be a CEO, trial 
attorney or own a tech¬ 
nology company. Many 
women are taken aback 
at first and don't know how 
to respond to comments 
orbehaviorthey find insult¬ 
ing, intrusive and demean¬ 
ing. But overtime, they find 
strategiesto deal with bias 
When Amanda Bradford 
speaks at technology con¬ 
ferences and forums, dis¬ 
cussing coding and algo¬ 
rithms, some men tell her 
afterward, 'this is something 
I didn't expect when you 
opened your mouth." Ihey 
assume that because she's 
a woman, she'sthe market¬ 
er, not the inventor of The 
League, a dating app. 
When Bradford sought 
funding forherSan Francis¬ 
co-based company, "I of¬ 
ten felt like I didn't get the 
credit for having the tech¬ 
nical experience," she says. 
Women business owners 
are not immune from the 
gender discrimination that 
is continually in the news 
— even as it's more and 
more likely a customer or 
potential investor will find 
themselves speaking to a 
woman if they want to see 
the boss, "fhe number of 
women-owned businesses 
in the U.S. has grown to 
more than 10 million from 
5.4 million in 1997. 

Susan Duffy, executive di¬ 
rector of the Center for 
Women's entrepreneurial 
Leadership at Babson Col¬ 
lege, says that while wom¬ 
en owners are more visible 
and accepted than de¬ 
cades ago, "someone still 
assumes that if you're the 
CEO you're the white guy in 
the suit or the white guy in 


the hoodie." 

Potential customers or in¬ 
vestors often assume that 
Gabby Slome and Alex 
Douzet, two of the co- 
foundersof dog food man- 
ufacturerOllie, are married. 
Outsidersca n't seem to get 
their minds a round the fact 
that Slome, who's married 
to someone else, could be 
running a business without 
her husband, or without 
him bankrolling her. 

'They think, he must have 
funded me. 

They don't understand that 
I'm doing this indepen¬ 
dently of him," says Slome, 
whose two-year-old com¬ 
pany is based in Manhat¬ 
tan. 

Slome has learned to turn 
an uncomfortable moment 
into a pitch about Douzet 
and herself. 

"I tell them, we met be¬ 
cause of shared business 
interests, and our joint abili¬ 
ties and skill sets make us 
good business partners," 
she says. 

Duffy, who oversees Bab- 
son's mentoring programs 
for women entrepreneurs, 
says gender discrimination 
and how to deal with it are 
frequently discussed at pro¬ 
gram meetings. 

"Have your antenna up so 
you know it when you see 


it and have two or three 
ready-to-go behaviors in 
your back pocket to man¬ 
age it in the moment for 
the best outcome," Duffy 
says 

Sally Strebel has noticed 
that when her male busi¬ 
ness partner leaves her 
side at meetings, "other 
men will approach and 
ask me a question about 
my company and then tell 
me how they are building 
something better and that 
I should watch out."Strebel, 
co-founder of Pagely, a 
website hosting company 
based in Tucson, Arizona, 
rea lizes they wa nt to intimi¬ 
date her. 

She's a Iso been in meetings 
where she wasn't given 
the chance to speak. For 
a while, she was silent. But 
as time went on, she real¬ 
ized that she has the right 
to speak. 

"I have more power. I have 
a voice now. I can actually 
say, 'that's not OK,"' Strebel 
says 

Noushin Ketabi has noticed 
thatwhen she and herhus- 
band and business partner 
Rob Terenzi meet with male 
executives, they speak to 
him and don't make eye 
contact with her. They 
seem to perceive him as 
the ultimate decision-mak- 


erin theircoffee company, 
Vega. 

Ketabi responds by acting 
as an equal co-owner of 
the Santa Barbara, Califor¬ 
nia-based firm, speaking 
knowledgeably and au¬ 
thoritatively. She also uses 
humor to try to ease the 
awkwardness. 

Julia Fowler confronted 
the potential investor who 
asked if she planned to 
have children. 

'The question itself was ex¬ 
tremely inappropriate and 
personal that had nothing 
to do with the company," 
says Fowler, co-founder 
of Edited, a retail technol¬ 
ogy company with offices 
in New York, San Francisco 
and London.

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Fast; furious: How Michael grew into a 155 mph monster

WASHINGTON (AP) — Moist 
air, warm waters in the Gulf 
of Mexico, and ideal wind 
pattemssuperchanged Hur¬ 
ricane Michael in the hours 
before it smacked Florida's 
Panhandle. 

Hurricane Michael was 
barely a hurricane Tuesday 
morning, with winds of 90 
mph. A little overa day lat¬ 
er, it had transformed into 
a monster. When it made 
landfall Wednesday after¬ 
noon, it was blowing at 155 
mph. lhat'sa 72 percent in¬ 
crease in wind speed in less 
than 33 hours. 

"M ic ha e I sa w o u r wo rst fe a rs 
realized, of rapid intensifi¬ 
cation just before landfall 
on a part of a coastline that 
has never experienced a 
Category 4 hurricane," Uni¬ 
versity of Miami hurricane 
researcher Brian McNoldy 
said Wednesday morning. 
Hurricanes have something 
called a potential intensity, 
lhat's how strong a storm 
can get if all other factors 
are aligned, said National 
Oceanic and Atmospheric 
Administration climate and 
hurricane expert Jim Kossin 
said. Michael had nothing 
holding it back. 

"Everything was there for it 
to reach its potential and it 
did,"Kossin said. 

As Michael's eye started 
coming ashore, it boasted 
the third lowest central 
pressure of any storm to 
hit the United States, be¬ 
hind only a 1935 Labor Day 
storm and 1969'sCamille. 
Meteorologists first got a 
sense something big could 
be happening by watch¬ 


ing how Michael's eye 
changed shape. Early Tues¬ 
day, it was oddly shaped 
and ragged. 

Later in the morning it start¬ 
ed to get betteronganized, 
and by Tuesday night real¬ 
time satellite imagery was 
showing the eye getting 
strongerand scarier by the 
minute. 


Anotherfacton Its pressure, 
the measurement meteo¬ 
rologists use to gauge a 
hurricane's strength. Ihe 
lower the pressure, the 
stronger the storm. Before 
landfall, Michael's pressure 
fell so low it looked like the 
winds were sure to pick up 
fast, said Ryan Maue, a 
meteorologist for weather- 


modelscom. 

And none of the factors 
that hold a storm back were 
present, especially some¬ 
thing called "wind shear." 
Wind shear is when there's 
a mismatch either in speed 
ordirection between winds 
nearthe surface and those 
five to six miles (8 to 10 kilo¬ 
meters) up. 


That mismatch "pushes the 
storm over" or decapitates 
it, Kossin said. When the 
wind shear near Michael 
eased, the storm took off, 
he said. 

"It's kind of like someone 
was holding on to it when 
it was trying to run and they 
let it go," Kossin said. 
Another huge factor was 
the water temperature. 
Warm water is the energy 
that fuels hurricanes, and 
the Gulf water is 4 to 5 de- 
greeswamnerthan normal. 
Water temperatures in the 
Gulf of Mexico vary along 
with weather, but some sci¬ 
entists said the warm waters 
a re sig ns of huma n-c a used 
climate change. 

"Have humans contributed 
to how dangerous Michael 
is?" Kossin said. "Now we 
can look at how warm the 
waters are and that cer¬ 
tainly has contributed to 
how intense Michael is and 
its intensification." 

"The warm waters, Kossin 
said, are a "human finger¬ 
print" of climate change. 
Kossin and others have a 
study out this month in the 
Journal of Climate with 
computersimulationsshow- 
ing that human-caused 
global warming will in¬ 
crease rapid intensification 
of tropical weather across 
the globe in the future. 
Other studies have shown 
rapid intensification has al¬ 
ready increased over past 
decades. One study this 
year in Geophysical Re¬ 
search Letters found that 
since 1986, the rate of in¬ 
tensification of storms like 
Michael has increased by 
about 13 mph.Q 


Genetic glitc h inc reases men's risk of impotence, study says

NEW YORK (AP) — Scien¬ 


tists say they've located the 
first well-documented ge¬ 
netic glitch that increases 


a man's risk of impotence, 
a step that might someday 
lead to new treatments 
Most impotence isn't 
caused by genetics but 
rather things like obesity, 
diabetes, heart disease, 
smoking, drug and alcohol 
use, stress or anxiety. 

But in a study released 
Monday by the Proceed¬ 
ings of the National Acad¬ 
emy of Sciences, research¬ 
ers say they located a spot 
in human DNA where ge¬ 


netic variation might boost 
a man's risk by about 25 
percent. 

They found statistical evi¬ 
dence for that by looking 
in the genetic makeup of 
about 36,600 men, and 
confirmed it in a similar 
study of 222,300 other men. 
Lab tests then suggested 
that variation might affect 
the activity of a nearby 
gene that's known to be 
involved in sexual function¬ 
ing.

explore how such variation 
affects risk of the condition, 
said Eric Jorgenson, a re¬ 
searcher at Kaiser Perman- 
ente Northern California in 
Oakland and lead author 
of the paper. It may inter¬ 
fere with the functioning 
of certain brain circuits, he 
said.

NB/VYORK(AP)— Fore rime 
writer and Oklahoma na¬ 
tive Lou Bemey, there's 
something special about 
the drive out West. 

"I love that stretch of 1-40, 
what used to be Highway 
66, from Oklahoma City to 
Arizona," he told "fhe As¬ 
sociated Press during a re¬ 
cent interview. "I remember 
hearing about the painted 
desert when I was a kid, 
and thinking, 'Oh my god, 
there's a painted desert 
somewhere!' Itwasso mag¬ 
ical. The petrified forest. It 
had this myth forme." 
People travel in Bemey's 
books, although not always 
because they want to do 
so. "November Road," his 
new novel, is set in 1963. 
It tells of an Oklahoma 
woman on the run from her 
husband, an underling to 
New Orleans-based mob- 
sterCarlos Marcello, who is 
trying to make himself van¬ 
ish in the wake of President 
John F. Kennedy's assassi¬ 
nation. They're both head¬ 
ing West, and encounter 
each other in Las Vegas, 
where JFK was known to 
spend some free time. 

The book is drawn in part 
from the author's life: Ber- 
ney, 54, had often won¬ 
dered what might have 
happened had his mother, 
whom he calls the "most 
feroc iously intelligent wom¬ 
an" he ever knew, left his 
alcoholic father. 

'What if?" says Bemey, 
drinking coffee at a Man¬ 
hattan cafe on a warm 
fall afternoon. 'What if my 
mother had made a differ- 
entchoice atsome point in 
her life?" 

"November Road" is a story 
of one woman's dream for 
a better life and a tour of 
the grim underside of Amer¬ 
ican life that the Kennedy 
assassination made un¬ 
avoidable, as if the whole 
country wastrapped inside 
a crime novel. Anticipation 
is strong, with The Washing¬ 
ton Post calling "November 
Road" one of the "most dis¬ 
tinctive, unexpected crime 
novels of rec ent yea rs" a nd 
Kirkus praising how it "bril¬ 
liantly reflects these times 
of both disillusionment and 
hope." The new book fol¬ 
lows what was his most ac¬ 


claimed work, 'The Long 
and Faraway Gone," a 
thriller set in Oklahoma that 
won an Edgar Award in 
2016 for best crime novel. 
His previous books include 
the Edgar-nominated 
'Whiplash River" and 'Guts- 
hot Stra ig ht." 

Bemey, who teaches in the 
creative writing program 
at the University of Okla¬ 
homa, was bom a year 
after Kennedy's death, but 
lived in a family caught 
up in J FK's myth. On fam¬ 
ily trips through neighbor¬ 
ing Texas, his father would 
drive through Dealey Plaza 
in Dallas and point to the 
windows where Lee Har¬ 
vey Oswald fired from. His 
motherskipped work to see 
one ofj FK's speeches 
The Kennedy assassination 
haslong been an obsession 
for fiction writers, from Don 
DeLillo and "Libra" to Ste¬ 
phen King and "11/22/63." 
Novels also have been a 
good medium for specu¬ 
lation about who might 
have killed him. Charles 
McCarry'sclassic 'The Tears 
of Autumn" pins it on the 
Vietnamese, a response 
to the U.S.-backed coup 
against the country's presi¬ 
dent, Ngo Dinh Diem, three 
weeks before Kennedy's 
death. Bemey thinks Mar¬ 
cello, suspected by some 
assassination theorists, an 
ideal culprit. 

"He's the one mobster no 
one knew about at the 
time," he says. "If anybody 
could get away with this, 

I thought it would be Mar¬ 
cello. There wasa sign in his 
office that read Three can 
keep a secret if two are 
dead.'" 

Bemey cites Kate Atkinson, 
Elmore Leonard and Me¬ 
gan Abbott as influences, 
but he didn't begin as a 
crime novelist. He studied 
communications and jour¬ 
nalism at Loyola University 
and creative writing at the 
University of Massachusetts 
Amherst, from which he re¬ 
ceived an MFA. He remem¬ 
bered that while in gradu¬ 
ate school a professor saw 
him with a Leonard novel 
and said, "Don't read that 
trash." He now wonders 
how much time he might 
have saved had the pro- 
fessorencouraged him. 


Bemey received early liter¬ 
ary acclaim. His first book, 
'The Road to Bobby Joe 
and Other Stories," came 
out in 1991 and brought 
him praise from The New 
York Times as a writer of 
'tremendous range, one 
whose characters — a 
Laotian busboy, an aging 
wino, a rock band's group¬ 
ie — often walk themselves 
up to the edge of a moral 
abyss." But his next publica¬ 
tion didn't come for nearly 
two decades. He spent four 
years working on a novel 
and couldn't find a publish¬ 
er. He spent another three 
years on a different novel 
and tried writing screen¬ 
plays. No luck. He thought 
himself a failure and was 
ready to give up, when 
he decided to try one last 
time and wrote 'Gutshot 


Straight," about a mobster 
who leaves a California 
prison and soon finds him¬ 
self in new kinds of trouble. 


"It was like ... 'I have noth¬ 
ing to lose at this point,"' 
he said of the book, which 
came out in 2010. □

Drew Goddard, the screen- 
writer-turned-d irector 
whose feature debut was 
the meta-horror film "A 
Cabin in the Woods," has 
laid another movie trap. 
This time, in the pulpy but 
artificial thriller "Bad limes 
at the El Royale," it's a mo¬ 
tel. And as anyone who 
has ever watched a movie 
knows, bad things do in¬ 
deed tend to happen in 
motels Just ask Marion 
Crane orUewelyn Moss 
"The El Royale is Goddard's 
hermetically sealed site this 
time. It's a once-swanky, 
now-kitschy Lake Tahoe 
lodge — a blare of neon 
amid the pines — that 
straddles the state line. Half 
the motel lies in Nevada, 
half in California, and a red 
line of demarcation runs 
right through the middle. 
Rooms in California are $1 
cheaper, owing to the fact 
that that's the side with the 
bar. Goddard's real-life in¬ 
spiration was the similarly 
arranged Cal Neva, which 
in the '60s was a favored 
hangout of the Rat Pack, 
John F. Kennedy, Marilyn 


Monroe and an assortment 
of mobsters When Frank 
Sinatra bought it, he built 
secret tunnels between 
bungalows. It was a noto¬ 
rious den of salaciousness 
and disrepute. Monroe 
spent her last weekend 
there. Those heydays are 
long gone in "Bad limes at 


the El Royale."Set in 1969 as 
Nixon is taking office, the El 
Royale has lost its gaming 
license and when guests 
beginning arriving, they 
find a desolate lobby. It 
takes an eternity to arouse 
the jumpy manager (Lewis 
Pullman). 

That's enough time for us to 


get lengthy introductions to 
ourcast of travelers. There's 
a former bank robber pos¬ 
ing asa priest from Indiana, 
Father Daniel Flynn (Jeff 
Bridges); a Motown singer 
trying to go solo, Darlene 
Sweet (Cynthia Erivo); an 
FBI man posing asa vacu¬ 
um salesman from Mississip¬ 


pi (Jon Hamm); and a pair 
of sisters on the run: Em¬ 
ily Summerspring (Dakota 
Johnson) and Ruth (Cailee 
Spaeny). Turning up later 
will be Chris Hemsworth as 
a ChariesManson-like guru. 
The production design (by 
Martin Whist) is stellar, the 
atmosphere (a rainy night) 
is dense and the cast ter¬ 
rific. So why is "Bad Times 
at the El Royale" kind of a 
slog? Goddard's film looks 
terrific and has all of the 
— as Hamm's character 
would say with exagger¬ 
ated Southern flare — "ac¬ 
coutrements" of an intoxi¬ 
cating slow-bum thriller, but 
none of the payoff. 

But it's continually tantaliz¬ 
ing that something may 
be below the surface here 
beyond a belated Tar¬ 
antino knockoff. Bridges 
naturally lends a gravitas 
to the movie's mysteries 
Johnson, armed with a 
shotgun, seems poised to 
take over the film. When 
Ha mm's a gent finds dozens 
of surveillance devicesand 
uncovers the motel's hid¬ 
den tunnels, you'd swear a 
larger conspiracy is about 
to be revealedO

A black 
smock protected her dress 
as makeup designer Eric 
Garcia prepared to work 
his cosmetic witchcraft on 
herpale face. 

"It's fun to be creepy and 
scary, right?"she said. 
Halloween Horror Nights is 
an all-hands-on-deck af¬ 
fair at the Orlando, Florida 
theme park resort, as well 
asat Universal theme parks 


in California, Japan and 
Singapore. This year, the 
Orlando Halloween cele¬ 
bration will have 10 haunt¬ 
ed houses, several recalling 
slasher films or pop culture 
from the 1980s, including a 
house modeled after the 
NetflixhitTV show, '5tranger 
Things" 

Halloween Horror Nights 
lasts for 36 nights, but it's

NEW YORK (AP) — Next 
year's Met Gala will be 
downrig ht campy. 

No, seriously: The Metropoli¬ 
tan Museum announced 
Tuesday that 'Camp: Notes 
on Fashion" will be the ti¬ 
tle of its next blockbuster 
spring Costume Institute ex¬ 
hibit. The exhibit is launched 
each year by the star-stud¬ 
ded Met Gala, where at¬ 
tendees are encouraged 
to dress according to the 
prescribed theme. 

The museum sa id in a state¬ 
ment that the exhibit will 
get its framework from a 
1964 essay by Susan Son- 
tag, "Noteson 'Camp.'" 

The show "will examine how 
fashion designers have 
used their metier as a ve¬ 
hicle to engage with camp 
in a myriad of compelling, 


humorous, and sometimes 
inc o ng ruous wa ys," it sa id. 
The Met Gala, formally 
known as the Costume In¬ 
stitute Benefit, is always 
chaired by a team of 
high-wattage celebrities, 
and next year will be no 
exception. The May 6 af¬ 
fair, to be underwritten by 
Gucci, will be chaired by 
pop star and actress-of- 
the-moment Lady Gaga, 
tennis star Serena Williams, 
and singer Harry Styles, 
along with Gucci designer 
Alessandro Michele and, as 
always, Vogue editor Anna 
Wintour. 

The new theme seems de¬ 
cidedly more lighthearted 
than last year's hugely suc¬ 
cessful "Heavenly Bodies: 
Fashion and the Catholic 
Imagination," a bout the re¬ 
lationship between fashion 
and Catholicism. 


That sumptuous, sprawling 
show drew more visitors 
than any Costume Institute 
exhibit — more than 1.3 
million to the Met's main 
Fifth Avenue location, and 
nearly 200,000 to its Clois¬ 
ters branch — and indeed 
was one of the most at¬ 
tended shows in the mu¬ 
seum's history. 

"Fashion is the most overt 
and enduring conduit of 
the camp aesthetic," said 
Andrew Bolton, curator in 
charge of the Costume 
Institute and creator of its 
blockbuster shows Bolton 
said the 2019 show would 
"advance creative and 
critical dialogue about the 
ongoing and ever-evolving 
impact of camp on fash¬ 
ion." 

The exhibit will feature ap¬ 
proximately 175 objects, 
not only clothing but also 


sculptures, paintings, and 
drawings. 

Designers to be featured 
in the show include: Cris¬ 
tobal Balenciaga, Thom 
Browne, Gucci, Marc Ja¬ 


cobs, Cha liesJ ames, Chris¬ 
tian Lacroix, Karl Lagerfeld, 
Prada, Versace and many 
more. 'Camp: Notes on

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Vacant office parks find new life as schools, colleges

FAIRFIELD, Conn. (AP) — On 

the new satellite campusof 
Sacred Heart University, the 
helicopter landing pad re- 
mainsasone ofthe few re¬ 
minders that the wooded, 
69-acre property served 
until recently as the global 
headquarters for General 
Electric. 

Where Jack Welch sat at 
the pinnacle of corpo¬ 
rate America, professors 
now lead classes inside 
the sleek, 1970s buildings 
on the campus purchased 
by the university following 
GE's departure for Boston in 
2016. 

Across the country, of¬ 
fice parks that have lost 
their luster with employers 
are being repurposed as 
school buildings. Colleges 
and school districts willing 
to think beyond traditional 
school settings are retrofit¬ 
ting office space to help 
them deal with growing 
enrollments and a scarcity 
of la nd in urba n a nd subur- 
ban areas. 

Sacred Heart computer 
science professor Bob Mc¬ 
Cloud said he likes the 
natural light the floor-to- 
ceiling windows bring into 
the classrooms And the 
leftover cubicles outside his 
office leave plenty of room 
for his graduate students 
But he is still adjusting to the 
formerGE site. 

"It's a little corporate," he 
said. 

A 28-bedroom guesthouse 
with a ballroom has been 
kept by the university to 
support a new hospitality 
program. Renovations are 
still underway at the two 
main buildings, but the uni¬ 
versity already has moved 


the education, computer 
science and engineering 
departments to what it is 
calling its West Campus, a 
short shuttle ride from the 
main campus. 

Michael Kinney, a university 
administrator, said the $31.5 
million paid forthe property 
was a bargain when com¬ 
pared with the cost of new 
construction. 

A similar idea has been 
under consideration a few 
miles down the Connecti¬ 
cut shoreline in Stamford, 
where the school district 
was looking at an unoc¬ 
cupied building that once 
housed Xeroxasthe poten¬ 
tial site of an elementary 
school. 

Some other examples: 
ATLANTA 

When Atlanta Public 
Schools decided to build 


a high school inside a 
11 -story office tower that 
once housed IBM, design¬ 
ers found classrooms fit well 
within the column structure. 
But there was plenty that 
needed changing. 

A nine-story building on the 
56-acre property was tom 
down to make room fora 
gymnasium and audito¬ 
rium. Stairs were installed to 
create double-level com¬ 
mon areasforeach grade 
level and reduce logjams 
on the elevators. And lami¬ 
nated glass was installed in 
all the floor-to-ceiling win- 
dowsto keep studentsfrom 
falling through if any were 
to crash into them while 
roughhousing. 

IBM's kite hen and cafeteria 
were kept in place — with 
some modifications. 

'You can't have chande¬ 
liers in a kids' cafeteria," 
said Bob J ust, an architect 
with the firm Cooper Carry 
in Atla nta. 

North Atlanta High School 
opened in the newspace in 
2013. IBM once employed 
over 5,000 people at the 
site but that had number 
had dwindled to less than 
a thousand as more were 
working at home or cus¬ 
tomer sites. 

ALEXANDRIA, VIRGINIA 
With a fast-growing student 
population, and little avail¬ 
able land, the city of Alex¬ 
andria saw opportunity in a 
cheap, vacant office tower 


that had once housed the 
National Diabetes Associa¬ 
tion headquarters. 

In September, the building 
reopened asthe Ferdinand 
T. Day Elementary School, 
named fora civil rights ad¬ 
vocate who worked forde- 
segregation in Alexandria. 
The school district boughta 
parking garage adjacent 
to the building for play¬ 
ground space, including 
a basketball court on the 
roof. A footbridge was built 
to allow children to walk 
from the third floor of the 
school to the building with 
play areas. 

The bottom four floors make 
up the school, with the top 
two reserved for school of¬ 
fice space. With large win¬ 


dows that let in abundant 
natural light, school district 
spokeswoman Helen Uoyd 
said the building lent itself 
well to a school setting, 
and the retrofit took much 
less time than it would have 
to build a new school. 

'We went to the planning 
council in September, and 
11 monthslaterthe building 
opened, all glossy and gor¬ 
geous," she said. 

HOUSTON 

As the Awty International 
Schoolwaslooking forroom 
to expand its early learn¬ 
ing center, the Houston 
neighborhood was seeing 
business parks give way to 
more condos, apartments 
and retail development. 
When an office park across 
the street became avail¬ 
able for sale, the private 
school in the city center 
bought the five-acre prop¬ 
erty. It opened in Septem¬ 
ber 2017 as a campus 
for preschool through first 
grade students A play¬ 
ground replaced a parking 
lot in an interior courtyard, 
and the ceiling was raised 
in one building to accom¬ 
modate a gym. 

The 30-year-old develop¬ 
ment had been home to 
businesses including a bi¬ 
cycle maker and a tax of¬ 
fice before being sold. The 
school renovated the entire 
property, adding color to 
the brick facade with new 
resin panels, and they were 
on track for significant sav- 
ingseompared to the costs 
of new construction before 
running into challenges 
with the re mode lingO
